British Columbia will in¬ 
troduce personalized auto¬ 
mobile licence plates this 
year, becoming the first Ca¬ 
nadian province to do so. 
Transportation Minister 
Alex Fraser said Friday. 

lie said the move is being 
taken because of public de¬ 
mand. 

“WE'VE H.AD simply 
hundreds of requests for 
such a service. So we will be 
taking applications for the 
plates as of July 1.” 

The new plates, issued on 
a first-come-first-served 
basis, will cost $75 for five 
years. This will be addition¬ 
al to the average $22 annual 
licence-plate fee most 
motorists pay. 

FRASER SAID reqested 
slogans can be any combina¬ 
tion of between two and six 
characters, consisting of 
numbers or letters, or both. 
Political slogans and ob¬ 
scenities will nut be al¬ 
lowed.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas 
(AP) — A rifleman firing 
from a mobile home into 
a huge crowd at a down¬ 
town parade Friday 
killed two women and 
wounded at least 44 other 
persons, police said. The 
sniper was found dead 
in the trailer after a half- 
hour exchange of gunfire 
with police. 

The sniper was identified 
as Ira Attebury, 65, by police 
Insp. Marion Talbert, who 
said

“It is obvious he came to 
the parade with the plan de¬ 
signed to do what he did,” 
said Police Chief Emil 
Peters. 

Peters said I.OOO to 5,000 
people were within range of 
the gunman when the firing 
began about 1 p.m. local 
time. 

The wounded — six police¬ 
men and 38 civilians — were 
taken to five city hospitals. 
Authorities said most of the 
wounds were superficial. 

Tom Mueller, an exchange 
student from Dusseldorf, 
West Germany, was on a 
parade float with eight other 
teenagers when a policeman 
standing “not three yards 
away” was shot in the leg. 

“We all laid down. At first 
there was no panic. I heard 
the bullets whistling ,over 
m\ head.” said Mueller, 18. 

The Battle of Flowers 
parade, part of San Anto¬ 
nio’s annual Fiesta Week, 
had drawn an estimated 300,- 
000 people to the 1.6-kilo- 
metre route. It was later 
cancelled. 

Peters said officers on 
parade duty quickly sur¬ 
rounded the motor home and 
opened fire. He said shoot¬ 
ing between police and the 
gunman lasted about half an 
hour. 

Peters said the incident 
ended at 2:15 p.m., following

Quake shakes Bay area 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - An earth¬ 
quake measuring 4.2 on the Richter scale 
shook San Francisco and parts of the Bay 
area Friday afternoon. There were no 
immediate reports of injury or serious 
damage. 

The earthquake’s epicentre was 32 kilo- 
m'etres .southwest of Berkeley, the Univer¬ 
sity of California's seismographic labora¬ 
tory said. 

Police said some telephone service was 
disrupted and traffic signals were out 
in parts of San Francisco. 


The tremor at about 4:45 p.m. shook 
desks and the floor of The Associated 
Press bureau on the third floor of a Civic 
Centre highrlse building. 

Across the bay in Berkeley. Mike Mu- 
sielski of The Daily Caiiforn/an—the stu¬ 
dent newspaper of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia-said, “The whole floor started 
rippling and shaking.” 

There were reports the quake was felt in 
the financial district.

Clark told a questioner in 
Pickering a Conservative 
government would bring in 
legislation to include home¬ 
makers under the Canada 
Pension Plan. He did not 
elaborate. 

In Peterborough, the Con¬ 
servative leader promised 
$1.25 hourly wage subsidies 
for 100,000 young people 
working in the private sec¬ 
tor-part of a Conservative 
package to deal with youth 
unemployment. 

A Conservative govern¬ 
ment would also create a 
Youth Employment Secre¬ 
tariat to co-ordinate pro¬ 
grams for young Canadians 
who have left school and 
can’t find jdbs within three 
to six months.

WASHINGTON - The 
United States and Soviet 
Union on Friday carried out 
a dramatic prisoner ex¬ 
change, believed to be the 
largest ever between the two 
countries. 

Five political and reli¬ 
gious dissidents were freed 
from Soviet jails and flown 
to New York in exchange for 
two Russians convicted of 
trying to steal U.S. defence 
secrets. 

The five dissidents ar¬ 
rived at Kennedy airport in 
York City, were met by 
White House, U.S. state de¬ 
partment and justice de 
partment officials and were 
hustled to a hotel in the city. 
Their families were to join 
them shortly, said Jody 
Powell, the White House 
press secretary. 

The Soviet group includes 
Alexander Ginzburg, one of 
the best known Russian dis¬ 
sidents. 

The Russian spies, con¬ 
victed last October of trying 
to .steal U.S. defence secrets 
and sentenced to prison 
terms of 50 years each, left 
for Moscow aboard the same 
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Queen in scrape 
with gypsy car 

LONDON (AP) — A car carrying three gypsy scrap 
dealers struck a chauffeur-driven limousine in which 
(jueen Elizabeth was riding, but no one was injured, po¬ 
lice at Datchet, near Windsor Castle, reported Friday. 

The offside rear door of the royal Rover was badly 
buckled in the collision, police said. She continued to the 
castle in an escorting police car. 

One of the gypsies, John Loveridge, said a detective 
told him not to worry about the accident and to send the 
bill for any damage to Buckingham Palace. 

He said the police told him: “The queen sends her 
regards and hopes that you are all right.”

been serving a 15-year sen¬ 
tence at hard labor after he 
was convicted of plotting the 
hijacking of a Soviet air¬ 
plane; Eduard Kuznetsov, 
arrested with Dymshits in 
the alleged hijack plot and 
serving a similar sentence; 
Valentyn Moroz, a leading 
Ukrainian dissident held in 
Soviet prisons on various 
charges since August 1965, 
and Georgi Vins, a Ukrai¬ 
nian Baptist leader sen¬ 
tenced to a labor camp and 
exile for a total of 10 years 
on charges of “defaming the 
Soviet state.’’ 

One of the best known 
Jewish dissidents in the So¬ 
viet Union, Anatoly 
Shcharansky, was not in¬ 
cluded in the group that was 
released. 

The two men convicted of 
spying had been non-diplo- 
matic employees of the 
United Nations. They had 
been living at a Soviet resi¬ 
dence in the Riverdale sec¬ 
tion of New York City pend¬ 
ing appeal of the prison 
terms imposed by U. S. 
Judge Frederick Lacey. 

A White House official 
who asked not to be named 
said the exchange “might 
well be the largest” such 
arrangement worked out be¬ 
tween the United States and 
the Soviet Union. He said it 


was the first in which Soviet 
citizens were exchanged for 
other Soviet citizens in a 
trade involving the United 
States. 

A series of U.S.-Soviet ex¬ 
changes, usually involving 
spies, first drew broad pub 
lie attention in 1962 when 
downed U.S. U-2 pilot Fran¬ 
cis Gary Powers, a civilian, 
was exchanged on a Berlin 
bridge for Coi. Rudolf Abel, 
a Soviet master spy, who 
had been operating in the 
United States. 

Powers was under con¬ 
tract to the CIA when he was 
shot down during a 1960 
flight over the Soviet Union. 
He was later convicted in 
Moscow of espionage. Abel 
was sentenced in the United 
States on charges of direct 
ing a network of Soviet 
agents from an art studio in 
Brooklyn from 1948 to 1957. 

The White House source 
said President Carter was 
personally involved in ap¬ 
proving the arrangement for 
this latest exchange. 

Most of the negotiations, 
according to this source, 
were conducted by Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, Carter’s nation¬ 
al security adviser, and An¬ 
atoly Dobrynin, the Soviet 
ambassador in Washington.

Eight N-plants 
voluntarily 
shutting down 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Eight nuclear power plants 
designed by the company 
that built the crippled Three 
Mile Island reactor will shut 
down voluntarily to make 
safety improvements, a U.S. 
Nuclear Regulatory Com¬ 
mission official said Fri¬ 
day. 

The word came as the 
NRC weighed a recommen¬ 
dation from its staff offi¬ 
cials that the plants, built by 
Babcock Wilcox Co., be or¬ 
dered to close because they 
pose “undue risk” to public 
safety. 

Harold Denton, the NRC’s 
director of nuclear reactor 
regulation, told the commis¬ 
sion that utility companies 
operating the eight Babcock 
Wilcox reactors have pro¬ 
mised to shut them down to 
conduct new safety analy¬ 
ses, make safety modifica¬ 
tions, prepare new emer¬ 
gency procedures and 
improve the training of 
plant operators. 

The plants to be closed are 


located in Arkansas, Cali¬ 
fornia, Florida, Ohio, South 
Carolina and Pennsylvania. 

Earlier, Denton had told 
the commissioners the 
plants would have to be 
closed at least two months to 
solve any technical prob¬ 
lems. 

Utility officials have said 
a shutdown could keep the 
plants closed through the 
summer months, a time of 
peak demand for electricity, 
and could lead to blackouts 
in some areas. 

The agreement by the uti¬ 
lities operating the eight 
reactors resolves safety 
concerns expressed by the 
NRC staff, Denton said. 

Meanwhile, the special 
presidential commission in¬ 
vestigating the Three Mile 
Island accident concluded 
its first hearings and an¬ 
nounced that its 11 members 
will visit the damaged plant 
during three days of hear¬ 
ings in Middletown, Pa., be¬ 
ginning May 17.

“Newsroom, newsroom!” 
over a hand-held radio 
transmitter.

KAMPALA, Uganda 
(UPI) — The new Uganda!^ 
government announced Fri¬ 
day that Britain was donat¬ 
ing $2 million in emergency 
relief assistance in the first 
contribution by a major 
western power to this East 
African state’s reconstruc¬ 
tion since the overthrow of 
Idi Amin. 

A government statement 
said the gift was made by 
Acting British High Com¬ 
missioner Richard Posnett 
during a meeting with Presi¬ 
dent Yusufu Lule. 

Lule said the money would 
be used for building materi¬ 
als “for the immediate reha¬ 
bilitation of public services 
and the refugees who are 
eagerly waiting to come 
back to Uganda.” 

Kenya announced it was 
giving $2 million in aid to 
Uganda earlier this week. 

Uganda has said it would 
need $2 billion in reconstruc¬ 
tion asssistance during the 
next year.

TEHRAN (Reuter)— Iran 
and Libya jointly con¬ 
demned the Egyptian-Is- 
raeli peace treaty on Friday 
and pledged to co-ordinate 
their Middle East policies. 

This position, the first for¬ 
mal statement on the Middle 
East by the new Iranian 
revolutionary regime, fol¬ 
lowed talks in Tehran be¬ 
tween Iranian leaders and a 
Libyan delegation led by 
Maj. Abdel-salam Jalloud, a 
member of the Libyan revo¬ 
lutionary council’s central 
committee. 

“Both countries will co-or¬ 
dinate their policies in vari¬ 
ous regions, including the 
Middle East, and support 
the rights of the Palestin¬ 
ians,” an Iranian foreign 
ministry statement said. 

“Both countries consider 
the appeasement by Egypt 
and the protocol signed with 
Israel as a treachery to 
Moslems throughout the 
world and Palestine and 
strongly condemn this trea¬ 
son,” it added. 

The statement said the 
two countries decided to 
continue direct contacts and 
to exchange views at the 
highest level, implying that 
Iran might have agreed to 
accept a visit from Libyan 
leader Muammar al-Gadda- 
fi. 

He is know n to be eager to 
visit the Islamic world’s 
newest revolutionary state. 

Informed sources say the 
new authorities vetoed his 
plan to come here last 
month before the referen¬ 
dum which overwhelmingly 
endorsed Iran’s change 
from a monarchy to an Is¬ 
lamic republic. 

The statement did not 
mention the re-establish- 


ment of diplomatic relations 
between Tehran and Tripoli, 
suspended under the shah, 
but western diplomats saw 
this development as a mere 
formality. 

Decisions by eight Arab 
states to break off relations 


with Egypt this week have 
left President Anwar Sadat 
virtually isolated and 
friendless in the Arab world 
he once led. 

The only governments 
likely to maintain their em 
bassies in Cairo are those of 
Sudan and Oman.

New votes ‘strange demand’ 


BONN (Reuter) — Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa, prime min¬ 
ister-elect of Rhodesia, 
today dismissed western de¬ 
mands for new elections 
under international supervi¬ 
sion in his country. 

“A strange demand. I 
hope it is not meant serious¬ 
ly,” Muzorewa said in an 
interview in Salisbury with 
the West German news¬ 
paper Die Welt. 

Muzorewa, winner of Rho¬ 
desia’s first universal suf¬ 
frage elections, said his 
countrymen had shown they 


wanted democracy by vot¬ 
ing despite the threats of 
guerrillas. 

He said he would give the 
guerrillas time to lay aside 
their weapons but would 
treat them as enemies of the 
people after that period had 
elapsed. 

“If the neighboring coun¬ 
tries continue to support (he 
war against us we shall de¬ 
fend ourselves,” Muzorewa 
was quoted as saying. 

At the United Nations. 
Third World members asked 
the Security Council on Fri¬ 


day to condemn last week’s 
Rhodesian election as a 
sham, declare the outcome 
void and call on all countries 
to withhold recognition from 
the black-majority govern¬ 
ment it chose. 

Gabon, Nigeria, Zambia, 
Bangladesh, Kuwait, Bolivia 
and Jamaica submitted a 
resolution in those terms at 
the council’s first meeting in 
a debate requested by the 
49-country UN African, 
group. The council ad¬ 
journed to Monday, when it 
may vote. 


No more coups, say Viets 
in talks with Waldheim 


HANOI (Reuter) — Viet¬ 
nam assured UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim Fri¬ 
day that its involvement in 
the overthrow of the Pol Pot 
regime in Cambodia was “a 
special case” and that it had 
no designs against other 
Southeast Asian countries, 
diplomatic sources said Fri¬ 
day night. 

During talks with Viet- 
nqmese Premier Pham Van 
Deng and Foreign Minister 
Nguyen puy Tri Friday, 
Waldheim raised concern 
felt by members of the As¬ 
sociation of Southeast Asian 
nations over Vietnam’s in¬ 
tentions toward her neigh¬ 
bors, the sources said. 

Vietnam had acted over 
Cambodia because of the 
historic relationship be¬ 
tween the two countries and 
because it had been 
harassed and attacked by 
Pol Pot forces, the secretary 
general was told. 


The sources said that dur¬ 
ing his talks Waldheim 
gained the impression that 
Vietnam would co-operate 
with the UN High Commis¬ 
sioner for Refugees in or¬ 


ganizing the orderly depar¬ 
ture of those wishing to 
leave the country, to avert 
placing an undue burden on 
other countries in the re¬ 
gion. 


Meanwhile, a simmering 
argument among leaders of 
the United African National 
Council, winner of Rhode¬ 
sia’s general election, broke 
into the open in Salisbury 
Friday. 

First Vice-President 
James Chikerema, a veter¬ 
an nationalist, described the 
party as a dictatorship run 
by prime minister-elect Mu- 
zorewa with "blatant nepo¬ 
tism and tribalism.” 

Chikerema, a fiery nation¬ 
alist since the 1950s, had 
made little secret in UANC 
circles of his belief that he 
should be party leader and 
not the bishop, a relative 
newcomer to politics, the 
sources said. 

Rhodesians sentenced to 
death under the country’s 
martial law regulations won 
a reprieve Friday. 

The stale promised no one 
would hang until the high 


court had made a decision 
on a petition from a human 
rights watchdog body, the 
Catholic Commission for 
Justice and Peace in Rhode¬ 
sia. 

In another- development, 
four former Rhodesians, in¬ 
cluding a six-year-old girl, 
were tortured and shot to 
death by black nationalist 
guerrillas inside Zambia, 
the Johannesburg Star re¬ 
ported Friday.

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Getting inside 
B.C. Hydro 

HARDLY ANYONE likes B.C. Hydro. There 
are a multitude of reasons, not all of them 
reasonable. We resent the high cost of electric¬ 
ity. Or we are unhappy with the bus service, the 
spraying of rights-of-way or those damn dams. 
B.C. Hydro is a monopoly, an all-powerful 
Crown corporation with a certain scent of 
arrogance clinging to it. 

And it is huge, in an era when big is bad. Its 
borrowing limit will probably go to $5.65 billion 
this year, far more money than it takes to run 
this entire province for a year’^ 

But is the answer to carve the power 
authority into smaller pieces, as an all-party 
legislative committee has suggested? No, it 
isn’t. 

Anyone familiar with the reproductive 
habits of government corporations knows that 
would only generate more problems than it 
solves. True, Hydro wouldn’t be so big any 
more. But what makes anyone think it would be 
better? Would there somehow be better man¬ 
agement? Or would the various parts tend to go 
their own way? Obviously there would be 
higher ^administrative costs. Wouldn’t there 
also be more communication foul-ups, internal 
frustrations, jealousies, empire building, buck 
passing? That’s the way of human nature. 

There is an essential problem with Hydro 
which underlies most of the griping about it. 
Perhaps it also lies behind the frustrations 
which have led legislators to propose its break¬ 
up. For years Hydro has operated like a 
secret society. People, including politicians, 
can’t get inside it, can’t get a feel for its 
problems and how they are being tackled. They 
don’t know what has gone into management 
decisions. Most of us only become aware of 
B.C. Hydro when it intrudes upon our lives with 
plans for a power line or rate increase or a new 
dam. 

The result is that the people of British 
Columbia are deeply suspicious of Hydro. But it 
is a suspicion arising from ignorance. Perhaps 
it is justified, perhaps it isn’t. At the moment 
we simply don’t know. And that is the basic 
problem. 

When a legislative committee report at¬ 
tacks Hydro, we have to remember that the 
five-member board which directs the power 
authority, and which meets each month behind 
closed doors, is appointed by cabinet. Hydro is 
a product of our government. 

If the next provincial government is seri¬ 
ous about improving the operation of Hydro, it 
might begin by making room on that board for 
one or two more people, specifically there to 
represent and inform the rest of us what’s 
going on. 


Polarities 

THE ANTICS of politicians — especially when 
electioneering — never qeases to amaze the 
bystanding electorate. And with two campaigns 
running at the same time, the sky for polanUcs 
seems to be the limit. 

Take Pierre Elliot Trudeau and his gun- 
fighter posture — a somewhat overblown Imita¬ 
tion of or Jack Homer in his heyday as the 
Tory Tiger (before he became a Liberal pussy¬ 
cat). 

Then there’s Joe Clark being all things to 
all men. A t^uch of Diefenbaker here, a touch 
of Stanfield there with a large dollop of deep 
voice macho in between. 

And what about the shy, soft-spoken, reti¬ 
cent Bill Bennett that used to be? Well he isn’t 
any more. Instead, there is a shirt-sleeved, 
glad-handing, wise-cracking fellow in his 
place. 

And Dave Barrett, the workers* friend? 
Well, there he is, dressed in a tie, a white shirt 
and a jacket, looking for all the world like a 
capitalist out for a post-prandial stroll. 

All of which, we must admit, gives the lie to 
Robert Louis Stevenson’s much quoted opinion 
that politics is perhaps the only profession for 
which no preparation is necessary. 

Certainly, as the politicians put on their 
acts across the province and across the nation, 
it may reveal that they lack talent, knowledge 
and in some cases even common sense. But, by 
the Lord Harry, it also proves that they have 
indulged in considerable preparation. 

Just what for, of course, is another ques¬ 
tion. Ask any gun-slinger.

Inch by inch toward world government 


LONDON — It is exactly 60 years 
today since we started to build a world 
government by creating the League of 
Nations. One world war and several 
hundred smaller wars later we have 
travelled perhaps one-fifth of the way 
towards a true world government 
maybe even a quarter. It is not bad 
progress for only six decades. 

The League of Nations was founded 
by the shell-shocked survivors of the 
First World War. It utterly failed to 
prevent the Second World War, of 
course, and a tactful name-change to 
the United Nations was requlr^ to 
bury the memory of that debacle. 
Even today nobody believes that the 
UN could prevent a third world war 
that really urgently wanted to hap¬ 
pen. 

That is no cause for rebuke or 
disappointment. The untrammelled 
sovereignty of nation-states is cen¬ 
turies old and tribal loyalties amongst 
human beings are millions of years 
old. The shift towards an effective 
world government able to prevent 
war, allocate resources and dispense 
justice could not possibly occur in less 
than a century, more probably two or 
three. The important point is that it is 
truly under way. 


Anybody who had actually wit¬ 
nessed the ludicrous ‘‘debates’* that 
take place In the UN General Assem¬ 
bly would protest bitterly at this point 
that it is closer to a madhouse than a 
world parliament and in any case Is 
utterly powerless. But these objections 
simply miss the point. 

First, the idea that “real” parlia¬ 
ments like the U.S. Congress, the Brit¬ 
ish Parliament and the French Cham¬ 
ber of Deputies reach their decisions 
by a process fundamentally different 
from the UN General Assembly is 
totally naive. It is not grave and ratio¬ 
nal debate that decides most issues, 
but crude calculations of political gain 
and loss by individuals and parties. 
Nor are UN debates much less digni¬ 
fied or much more mendacious than 
elsewhere. 

As to powerlessness, well of course. 
If you start, as you must, from the 
existing reality that every sovereign 
state is absolutely equal in law, then 
you must give each a seat and an equal 
vote in the UN General Assembly — all 
149 of them, at last count. 

But the General Assembly lets the 
little countries blow off steam, while 
the special committees, and above all

When Quebec separates 
the Liberals will go too 




TORONTO - The pre¬ 
election rash of federal ap¬ 
pointments to boards and 
commissions and councils 
and Crown corporations and 
the Senate is a reminder of 
the intricate web of patron¬ 
age that attaches so many 
Canadians to the Liberal 
Party. Whether they are at¬ 
tracted to or repelled by the 
spider at the centre is irrele¬ 
vant. Sdlf-interest pulls 
them in. 

There is nothing sinister in 
this. It’s the way politics 
works. But the Liberals 
have been in power for so 
many years (38 out of the 
past 44) that their winnings 
in the patronage stakes are 
disproportionate by any 
measure. Failed candidates, 
riding officials, bagmen ~ 
from the grandest to the 
humblest — all are assured 
of reward. At the summit. 
Liberals make up three- 
quarters of the Senate. 

Now this is all very fine, 
for Liberals, so long as the 
party they support continues 
to govern. But what if it 
loses not only one election — 
older members can even re¬ 
member that happening — 
but another, then another 
until the prospect of patron¬ 
age appointments fades to 
vanishitig point? 

Who, surveying the Cana¬ 
dian political scene today, 



can doubt that it may come 
to pass? The key, as ever, 
is in Quebec, the homogene¬ 
ous bloc of votes that domi¬ 
nates federal politics. Ex¬ 
cepting the aberration of the 
Diefenbaker years, it is to 
the Quebec bloc that the Lib¬ 
erals owe their longevity. 
For them, national unity is 
much more than a slogan, it 
is vital to their existence. 

For more than a century 
Quebec’s clerics and politi¬ 
cians have promoted the 
idea of separation. Now, in 
the hands of a master of 
propaganda, the idea has 
been shifted from the back 
burner to the front one. Le¬ 
vesque and television to¬ 
gether, to say nothing of 
radio and the printed press, 
have given separation a mo¬ 
mentum that may prove ir¬ 
resistible. 

Who can doubt that a day 
will come when, weary of 
Quebec’s incessant de¬ 
mands, the rest of Canada

will make demands too? 
“Either stay for good or 
leave. You can have a con¬ 
tinued association in this 
federal state provided you 
follow the same rules as the 
rest. Or you can have so¬ 
vereignty, with no associa¬ 
tion any different from 
other countries. You can’t 
have both.” 

Faced with that choice, 
there is at least an even 
chance that French-speak¬ 
ing Quebecers will opt for 
sovereignty. The one million 
non-French Quebecers may 
also opt for a new province 
carved out of the old one. 
Whatever the outcome, it (s 
more than possible that 
French Canada will be a 
separate country before the 
end of the century. 

Where will that leave the 
federal Liberals? Robbed of 
the weapon to whose fash¬ 
ioning they have devoted so 
much time and (public) 
money, they will become 
number two among three. 
But not for long. The funda¬ 
mental political debate is 
between capitalism and so¬ 
cialism, a debate in which 
Liberals have little to con¬ 
tribute. Stealing planks first 
from one side then the other, 
they have none of their own 
to stand on. 

In the end, the pragma¬ 
tists who jumped from one 
expedient to the next will 
have nowhere to land. Can¬ 
ada’s political future will be 
shaped by the contest be¬ 
tween Conservatives and 
New Democrats, between 
the advocates of individual 
freedom under limited gov¬ 
ernment and those of depen¬ 
dence upon an omnipotent 
state. 

Far-sighted Liberals with 
an eye to the main chance 
may well look upon May 22, 
1979, as the time to switch. 



the Security Council, do the real work. 
Here the realities of power are recog¬ 
nized — which means that no decision 
can be taken against the will of a great 
power, but the decisions that are taken 
can generally be enforced. 

The mechanisms of the UN at least 
keep even the superpowers talking, 
and if they can agree to freeze a 
conflict then UN peacekeeping troops 
can go in and stop the fighting. The 
membership now includes every sig¬ 
nificant country in the world except 


Taiwan and Switzerland, and even the 
obsessively neutral Swiss are now 
planning a referendum on joining. 

Continuous diplomatic negotiation 
on any contentious international issue 
between all interested countries has 
now become an entrenched habit, 
whether directly under UN auspices or 
not. It is a great advance on past eras, 
^hen countries shot first and negotiat- 
TO afterwards or never. 

The emergence not only of the 
League of Nations/UN, but all sorts of 
other international organizations 
which do actually limit nations' so¬ 
vereignty in various ways, is a new 
phenomenon of the past 60 years. It is 
clearly tending towards some kind of 
quasi-federal woHd authority, with 
limited enforcement capabilities 
against recalcitrant countries. 

There is no guarantee that it will 
ever get there, and it is certainly not 
going to happen in the next few dec¬ 
ades. With each passing year, how¬ 
ever, the independent nations of the 
world become just a little more en¬ 
meshed in the skein of international 
organizations that has grown up in the 
wake of the League, and a tiny bit less 
independent. 


space scientists and God 
make an uneasy encounter 


There tends to be a slight¬ 
ly embarrassed hush when a 
physicist or an astronomer 
or a biologist pronounces the 
word “God.” His more 
hardheaded fellow scientists 
eye him suspiciously. Is 
their card-carrying col¬ 
league about to give up the 
fine pursuit of reason — the 
i‘’o he has lived by — and 
go 'veil, “mystical?" 

On the other hand, the hu¬ 
manists, to say nothing of 
the believers, are made just 
as nervous by that word, 
from those lips. Does the 
fellow mean God, as ordi¬ 
nary folk do, or is he just 
using a noun as a symbol — 
the Big X? — in an equation 
awaiting his efficient solu¬ 
tion? 

At the moment, two of the 
more popular scientists are' 
introducing God into.their 
public utterances — to their 
own mild consternation and 
ours Robert Jastrow, foun¬ 
der of NASA’s Goddard In¬ 
stitute for Space Studies and 
professor of earth sciences 
at Dartmouth, forthrightly 
titles his latest book '*God 
and the Astronomers'". 

On the descriptive level, 
Jastrow’s essay lucidly ex¬ 
plains the “Big Bang” 
theory of the universe. He 
dramatizes this by-now-fa¬ 
miliar notion of the cosmos 
as a 20-billion-year sequence 
of “supernova explosions” 
in human terms as well, un¬ 
folding the awesome idea as 
it was grasped by its first 
theorists. 

Indeed almost a fifth of 
the book is a sort of sidebar, 
devoted to brief biographies 
of Edwin Powell Hubble and 
Albert Einstein. Amid a 
scrapbook spread of photo¬ 
graphs, here is Einstein on 
his bicycle, here is Hubble, 
the great maestro of the 
Mount Wilson telescope, as a 
basketball star at the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago and a sol¬ 
dier in The First World 
War. 

It is as if all that dizzying 
travel through fiery space 
and time has left Jastrow 
hanging on for dear life to 
the human scale. 

But then he takes a deep 
breath and plunges back into 
the void. The Big Bang 
theory, he argues, suggests 
a beginning, and a beginning 
suggests . . . what?

So does “Prime 
Mover.” So does the “Great 
Plan.” The Big Bang theory

is referred to as “the new 
story of Genesis.” 

The reader feels Jastrow’s 
thoughtfulness, his moral, 
earnestness. And yet once 
again there is between the 
Gud-mentioning scientist 
and his public that sense of 
mutual uneasiness. 

From quite a different ap¬ 
proach, Carl Sagan, author 
of the best-seller, “The 
Dragons of Eden,” and pro¬ 
fessor of astronomy and 
space science at Cornell, ar¬ 
rives at somewhat the same 
theological position as Jas¬ 
trow. 

In his essay in the 
April Atlantic (from his 
forthcoming book, ”Broca's 
Brain”), Sagan speculates 
that all of the world’s reli¬ 
gions — with their burst of 
ovehvhelming light and 
first-time revelation — are 
simply our transcribed me¬ 
mories of birth. He goes so 
far as to ask of Micheange- 
lo’s deity on the ceiling of 
the Sistine chapel: “Is the 
finger of God an obstetrical 
finger?” 

Both Sagan and Jastrow — 
and a lot of God-mentioning 
scientists — seem to be say¬ 
ing what Einstein said in a 
quotation decorating 

Sagan’s essay. The first sen¬ 


tence reads: “The most 
beautiful thing we can ex¬ 
perience is the mysterious.” 
The last sentence reads: “In 
this sense, and in this sense 
only, I belong to the ranks of 
the devoutly religious 
men.” 

God, to paraphrase a little 
unfairly, is the white hole in 
their universe. 

It should be added quickly 
that theologians often are no 
less nebulous these days, 
when a commitment to 
doubt is seen as equal to a 
commitment to faith — as 
long as it is a commitment. 
What, after all, was Paul 
Tillich really saying when he 
sweepingly defined religion 
as “ultimate concern”? 

It is soothing to the rest of 
us to hear a physicist or an 
astronomer or a biologist, 
with a touch of poetic awe in 
his voice, deliver the set 
speech: “Well, we really just 
don’t know. There’s some¬ 
thing beyond . . . something 
that eludes our most com¬ 
plex formulas, our most so¬ 
phisticated instruments.” 

But we should examine his 
hints of faith with his own 
scientific skepticism in 
order to make certain we 
know — and he knows — 
what he is saying. 

In other words, there 
should be a lot more of these 
embarrassing moments, for 
the sake of all concerned.

To know about ‘Maggie’ 
ask the right people ■ 


In the Colonist for Wednesday, 
April 4, Mr: A. Christoffersen, writing 
with reference to recent articles in the 
paper concerning the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite, calls statements made by Mr. 
Mel Cooper and the Minister of Tour¬ 
ism, about the ship, and I quote: . . 
Absolutely incorrect and so much rub¬ 
bish.” Mr. Christoffersen also com¬ 
plains that the news media always talk 
to the wrong people when it comes 
to ships and shipping. He then goes on 
to explain that the Princess Mar- 
guerite can still attain '22 and a half 
knots and therefore can perform as 
well as the Queen of Surrey, including 
making the afternoon sailing to Port 
Angeles. 

By his own statements, Mr. Chris¬ 
toffersen is guilty of the same offence 
bs the news media in not talking to 
the right people about the Princess 
MargueYite, and he is also not the 
authority on ships that he thinks he is. 
For instance, not only are there ships 
. powered by low speed and high speed 
diesels, but there are many ships 
powered by medium speed diesels. 
Diesel engines are more economical 
to operate because they are more effi¬ 
cient than steam engines and steam 
turbines, hence, for a given horse- 

f tower a diesel engine will consume 
ess fuel, all other factors being 
equal. 

As for Mr. Chrisloffersen’s re- 
' hfiarks concerning the current operat¬ 
ing speed of the Princess Marguerite, 
there are very good reasons why she 
does not sail at her designed service 
speed. Had he taken the trouble to ask 
the right people about her speed — i.e. 
the ship’s engineers — he would have 
been told that she cannot make 22 and 
a half knots as he claims. After 30 
years of fairly hard steaming, forc¬ 
ing boilers, which were over-rated in 
their capacity to start with, to produce 
more and more steam, those same 
boilers are beginning to refuse to do 
their job. This does not mean that the. 
boilers are in any way unsafe, far 
from it, but after 30 years’ service and 
many changes to the combustion con¬ 
trols and equipment, the boilers will 
not produce the steam required for 22 

/ 


and a half knots. In addition, at over 19 
knots, the present practical maximum 
speed, the boilers tend to make excess¬ 
ive smoke — as a result of being 
forced, incomplete combustion of the 
fuel oil occurs which produces smoke 
— which can lead to heavy fines being 
imposed upon the ship by the U.S. 
Coast Guard, if it takes place in 
American waters. 

Another major reason for not 
steaming at full speed is the cost. 
Since fuel consumption is proportional 
to the horse power developed, and the 
horse-power varies as the cube of the 
ship’s speed (for high speeds it may 
vary as the fourth power of the speed), 
it can be seen that the increase in 
fuel consumption for a speed increase 
from 19 to 22 and a half knots will be 
extremely high to say the least. Added 
to an already high fuel consumption, 
the fuel oil bill would be several thou¬ 
sand dollars per day, which cannot be 
justified by the revenues earned by the 
ship. 

The Princess Marguerite is an old 
ship, suffering in part from, at times, 
hard usage and not always the best of 
maintenance, probably stemming 
from CPR policies and efforts to keep 
costs down. She was out of date before 
reaching Victoria in 1949, and is even 
more so today. Her high daily operat¬ 
ing costs can only be reduced, and then 
only by a small proportion, by reduc¬ 
ing her maximum service speed and 
thereby reducing the fuel bill. 

But such a step is not practical in 
terms of voyage time, and the time 
that day-trippers would be able to 
spend shopping in Victoria. Hence the 
need for a new ship, able to maintain 
20 knots, yet not require the company 
to own its own oil well, which means 
diesel power. 

So Mr. Christoffersen, and all you 
news media people, when you want to 
know something about a ship’s en¬ 
gine room and machinery, ask the 
right people — the Chief or Second 
Engineer.

a Barrett said ICBC’s $521 million in cash reserves were 
t(f) high and were being used to make more money. He 
said his government would loan all but $150 million to 
s«o million to the municipalities. 

* He made the remarks in Cranbrook while campaign¬ 
ing for the May 10 provincial general election. 

^ Bennett said Barrett knew the money was not a surplus 
bm a reserve for claims which had not yet been processed, 
ll^e money was held to ensure that claimants would get the 
funds to have their cars repaired. 

“He's wrong again!" Bennett said. "He’s wrong. He 
\va!> wrong before because he actually didn’t tell the 
tiulh about ICBC before the last election. 

] “He told the biggest untruth of them all because he 
.said ICBC wasn’t going to lose money. He assured the 
p^ple there was plenty of money—and there was a 
$195 million loss. 

- “You cannot tru.st him." 

^ Bennett’s low-key campaign went into lower key Friday 
vvjien the premier, accompanied by his wife Audrey, and 
l^le Kahl. Social Credit candidate in Esquimalt-Port Ren- 
faew riding and a member of the last Legislature, visited 
t\^o senior citizens’ homes, a hospital and Kahl’s cam¬ 
paign headquarters. 

At Salvation Army’s Matson Lodge, 50 Of, the 300 
residents at turned out to have tea with Bennett\and his 
entourage. 

^ The premier appears to be putting his campaign in an 
even lower key for the remaining two weeks before 
the May 10 poll.

Victoria Social Credit 
MLA Sam Bawlf apparently 
didn’t know he was respon¬ 
sible for fisheries during his 
term as recreation and con¬ 
servation minister, accord¬ 
ing to (]k)rdon Hanson, New 
Democratic candidate in the 
riding in the May 10 provin¬ 
cial election. 

"Even now Sam Bawlf ap¬ 
parently is not aware of the 
fact that he was in charge 
and empowered by provin¬ 
cial legislation (Fisheries 
Act and Fish Inspection Act) 
for issuance of licences, 
both for buying and process¬ 
ing fish (Fish Buyers Li¬ 
cence and Fish Processing 
Licence)," Hanson said, re¬ 
sponding to Bawlf’s state¬ 
ment in Thursday’s Colonist 
that fisheries was a.federal 
jurisdiction. 

Hanson said the NDP gov¬ 
ernment had been aware 
that problems would arise 
when the 200-mile limit Was 
agreed to in 1975, but when 
the Bennett government 
came to power the matter 
was ignored. 

Under the Socreds. until

change the regulations. This 
is a contradiction between 
Mair and Bawlf." 


Hanson said Japan, as'^r 
major consumer of fish, had 
a right to try to secure a food 
supply. “We could guaran¬ 
tee them a supply, but we 
should be able to control our 
own resources." 


MILL TO DOUBLE 

PRINCE GEORGE(CP) — Northwood Pulp and Timber 
Ltd. Friday announced a $15()-million expansion that will 
double the size of its Prince George pulp mill. 

Managing director Carl Frantz said the expansion will 
create 150 new jobs and allow a drastic increase in its 
production of 800 tons of pulp a day. 

Construction could start this fall if government approv¬ 
al is granted and the final economic evaluation is still favor¬ 
able.

Soon travellers may be 
able to step from float-plane 
or boat almost directly into 
hotel rooms at Port Hardy. 

If everything goes accord¬ 
ing to schedule, a floating 
luxury hotel for tourists, 
boaters and float-planers 
will open this fall at Hardy 
Bay, at the northern tip of 
Vancouver Island. 

Howard Irving, the Port 
Hardy businessman behind 
the new concept, said he 
hoped to start construction 
on the floating hotel in about 
two weeks. 

In an interview, Irving 
said construction of the $1.5- 
miliion project would take 
four to six months and em¬ 
ploy more than 20 workers. 
When completed, the new 
hotel, called the Inn of the 
White Lotus, will have a per¬ 
manent staff of 10 or 12 peo¬ 
ple. 

^rving said he had re- 
(eived or expected soon to 
g4 approval for the building 
from all authorities. 

The Hardy Bay hotel will 
be-a two-storey, cylindrical 
structure 140 feet in diame¬ 
ter surrounded by an eight- 
foot-wide walkway.it will be 
I biriit on a floating caisson 
f coiinected to the shore. 


The main floor will in¬ 
clude retail, restaurant and 
bar accommodation, com¬ 
plete with lounges and all 
facilities. 

The second floor will have 
30 double rooms with baths, 
a 200-seat conference centre 
and a small chapel. 

A glass-enclosed pool with 
viewing gallery is also 
planned. The pool will be 
under a plastic dome, with 
an adjacent health spa fea¬ 
turing a mini-gym, turbo 
pool and saunas. 

Float plane and marine re¬ 
fuelling facilities are includ¬ 
ed in the plans. 

Irving said he chose Port 
Hardy as the location for the 
first floating l^tus Inn be¬ 
cause the area had 


mushroomed as a transpor¬ 
tation, commercial and rec¬ 
reation centre for the north 
Island area. 

The inn will be able to 
arrange sport fishing, heli¬ 
copter skiing, hunting and 
sea cruises for guests, Irv¬ 
ing said. 

Irving said his company, 
Howard Irving Industries, 
had plans to build a total of 
eight floating hotels in B.C., 
and inquiries had been re¬ 
ceived from the Washington 
state government.

OTTAWA (CP) — The way has been cleared for a 
two-hour round-robin television debate among the 
leaders of the three major parties in the May 22 
election. 

It will be held between 8 p.m. and 10 p.m. May 13 on 
_ the CBC and CTV nation¬ 
al networks. 

There will be three de 
bates of 30 minutes in this 
order: 

Conservative Leader Joe 
Clark and New Democrat 
Leader Ed Broadbent; 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
Broadbent; Trudeau and 
Clark. 

The remaining time will 
be used up in opening and 
closing statements. 

Three television journal¬ 
ists will be on hand but 
under agreements worked 
out Friday they will have 
little part in the debate. 

Finlay MacDonald, Con 
serv'ative representative on 
negotiations leading to the 
debate, said the reporters 
would intervene ’’only when 
appropriate.” They were 
only there to provide a 
“backup” to the debate and 
would only intervene if de 
bate was flagging and a 
change of subject was need¬ 
ed. 

The Conservatives had 
strongly objected to the use 
of reporters and insisted on 
limiting their participation. 

Clark’s objections have 
held up agreement on the 
debate for the last two 
weeks. He first objected to 
Broadbent receiving equal 
treatment to the other lead¬ 
ers, whom he said are the 
only prime ministerial hope¬ 
fuls in the election. 

The debate will be the first 
such since 1968 when then 
Conservative leader Robert 
Stanfield and Trudeau 
clashed.

TORONTO (CP) - A pro¬ 
vincial judge has found Can¬ 
ada’s large.st charter airline 
not guilty of false advertis¬ 
ing. 

Judge Robert Dnieper 
said here that Wardair Can¬ 
ada (1975) Ltd. and Its sub¬ 
sidiary, International Vaca¬ 
tions Ltd. (Intervac), which 
sells flights to the public, 
“are entirely innocent of 
any wrongdoing.*’ 

The companies were 
charged w..h supplying an 
inadequate number of seats 
on three Toronto-to-London 
flights in 1977. 

Federal prosecutor Ro¬ 
bert Hubbard told the judge 
during the three-day trial 
that Wardair’s advertise¬ 
ments for bargain flights 
contained false and mis¬ 
leading claims about the 
availability of seats. 

A Toronto couple testified 
that after reading full-page 
ads for bargain fares they 
tried to book for Aug. 27 or 
Aug. 31, 1977, but were of¬ 
fered flights on Sept. 23. 

“The company Is adver¬ 
tising a product which 
doesn’t exist,’’ Hubbard 
said.

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B.€. schools ^not liable^ for education

B.C.*s public schools 
have no specific legal re* 
sponsibility to provide 
their students with an 
education, a University 
of Victoria law professor 
said Friday. 

Professor Terry Wuenter 
said nothing in the Public 
Schools Act or the accom¬ 
panying regulations specifi¬ 
cally charged schools with 
responsibility for educa¬ 
tion. 

The lack of such specific 
wording could be important 
if a B.C. school district ever 
faced an “educational mal¬ 
practice” suit of the type 
that had occurred several 
times in recent years in the 
U.S., Wuenter told a confer- 
enc‘e on schools and the law, 
sponsored by the Laboratory 
for Educational Advance¬ 
ment, Research and Needs 
(L.E.A.R.N.). 

In a suit against the San 
Francisco United School dis¬ 
trict, for instance, an 18- 
year-old who had grjaduated 
from Grade 12 with a Grade 
5 reading level maintained 
that he had been improperly 
educated. The school system 
had failed to provide him 
w ith adequate basic instruc¬ 
tion and ordinary education 
skills, had promoted him 
knowing that he could not do 
the work or reading required 
for the next grade, and had 
instructors who were not 
qualified to deal with his 
reading problems, the plain¬ 
tiff said. 

But the court dismissed 
the. case on grounds that 
th£, school district had no 
legal duty to educate stu¬ 
dents. 

Intrigued by the case, 
Wuenter and UVic law pro¬ 
fessor Lyman Robinson 
went through the Public 
Schools Act arhl.regulations 
to determine If a similar de¬ 
fence could be used by a 
school district in B.C. The 
closest they could come, 
Wuenter said, was a regula¬ 
tion which says teachers 
must “provide, to the extent 
that time Mrmits, educa¬ 
tional advT^ and instruc¬ 
tional assistance to the indi¬ 
vidual pupils assigned to 
him.” 

The regulation has never 
been tested in court, but It 
could refer to educational 
advice outside of the regular 
classroom teaching respon¬ 
sibilities. Wuenter said.

The lack of specific word¬ 
ing does not necessarily ib- 
soTve schools of Vocational 
responsibility. Wuenter 
noted. A court could find 
that schools have an educa¬ 
tional responsibility in com¬ 
mon law, rather than statu¬ 
tory law, he said. 

“But rd hate to have to 
explain this to a group of 
layman,” Wuenter com¬ 
mented. 

In discussing the legal re¬ 
sponsibilities of schools, 
Wuenter said four criteria 
were applied in determining 
negligence: cause in fact, in 


which a specific action or 
omission causes injury, 
usually easy to establish in 
cases of physical injury; 
negligence of duty, when one 
party in a relationship, such 
as a teacher, fails to carry 
out his duty to another 
party, such as a student; a 
breach of the relevant stan¬ 
dard of care, particularly if 
a teacher fails to do what 
any reasonable, qualified 
teacher would do; and actual 
damages, 

“1 could be as careless a 
driver as can be, but if 1" 
cause no damage, I have no 


civil liability, although I 
would Still be criminally li¬ 
able for my actions.” 

Wuenter outlined the legal 
factors that went into the 
recently settled Thornton 
case in Prince GVrge, in 
which a high school student 
became a quadriplegic after 
hurting himself in a gym 
class. In that case the stu¬ 
dent was awarded $850,000 
by the Supreme Court of 
Canada. 

Cases involving physical 
injury have been relatively 
well explored in Canadian 
law, but in the future the 


courts may be asked to deal 
with a relatively new field of 
edcational law in which the 
injuries are not physical, but 
the ability to make a living. 

While the San Francisco 
school board was found not 
liable, the New York City 
school board was assessed 
$500,000 in damages in a 
case still pending appeal, 
Wuenter said. In that case a 
youngster who was put Into a 
class for the mentally re¬ 
tarded following an IQ test 
sued the school district be¬ 
cause it did not follow the 
recommendation of the exa¬ 


mining psychologist that he 
be retested in two years. As 
a result, he attended classes 
for the mentally retarded 
for his entire school career, 
and only later was it deter¬ 
mined that his IQ was nor¬ 
mal, even though he could 
read little better than a 
Grade 2 student. 

The case illustrates that 
school districts can be held 
liable well after students 
have left the schools, 
Wuenter said. In this case 
the student was 26 years old 
when the case came to 
trial.

MOSCOW (AP) - France 
is giving serious thought to a 
suggestion by Soviet Presi¬ 
dent Leonid Brezhnev that a 
Fqpnchman be launched into 
space with a Soviet crew 
mate in a joint venture. 

The idea was brought UfT 
Friday at a meeting between 
French President Valery Gi- 
stard d’Estaing and Brezh¬ 
nev during Giscard d’Esta- 
ing’s three-day official visit, 
said Pierre Hunt, spokes¬ 
man for the French presi¬ 
dent. 

In Paris, scientific leaders 
said preliminary talks on 
such a proposal have been 
under way for years. Offi¬ 
cials at France’s National 
Centre for Space Studies 
said such a venture likely 
would not take place before 
1965. 

It would be the second 
East-West manned space 
flight. The U.S. and Soviet 
Union co-operated on the 
Apollo-Soyuz mission, the 
last manned U.S. space shot, 
im975. 

The governments in Paris 
and Moscow have joined in 
space-related programs in 
the past, including Soviet 
laqnchings of French satel¬ 
lites and use of French 
equipment aboard the Sa- 
lyut 6 space station for 
scientific research. 

French sources here said 
no:> final decision has been 
mide but that the suggestion 
will be studied seriously. 


Thousands of portraits of 
President Nur Mohammed 
Taraki were carried aloft by 
some of the estimated 12,000 
civilian marchers and were 
affixed to red cloth-covered 
floats.

Nearby access roads were 
blocked by soldiers armed 
with semi-automatic 

weapons who refused to per¬ 
mit people to leave the event 
early. A foreign expert em¬ 
ployed by the government 
said some marchers were 
required to march. 

The military portion of the 
parade included Soviet-built 
tanks, artillery pieces, sur¬ 
face-to-air missiles and mo- 
torcyle sidecars transport¬ 
ing soldiers wearing Second 
World War German-style 
helmets.

QUALICUM BEACH - 
Qualicum Beach will soon 
have a new church capable 
of seating approximately 600 
worshippers, making it the 
largest church in the entire 
Qualicum-Parksville dis¬ 
trict.

The auditorium will be 
wedge-shaped with a floor 
sloping down toward the 
apex.

Also included 
in the plans of the first phase 
of construction are Sunday 
school rooms, a banquet 
hall, offices and a study for 
pastor G.G. Cooper. 

Miller said the church has 
a great interest in youth and 
the directors would like to 
add a gymnasium next win¬ 
ter. Director Rick Wuerch

“It is strange that religion 
and the sense of humor 
should have fallen out so 
often, always to the degra¬ 
dation of humor and the im¬ 
poverishment of religion.” I 
came across that statement 
recently while dipping Into a 
book by the English Method¬ 
ist theologian, Walter Rus¬ 
sell Maltby, based on lec¬ 
tures he gave at Emmanuel 
College, Toronto, just over 
50 years ago. 

There still seems to be a 
falling out between humor 
and religion. Christians 
today do make their little 
jokes but they rarely seem 
to bring humor to bear on 
themselves as Christians 
and on their churchly activi¬ 
ties. An excessive serious¬ 
ness seems to hang over 
much of our religion today. 

On the other hand, humor 
in our society now seems 
rather unhealthy. Much of 
our humor is crude and triv¬ 
ial. and it is generally de¬ 
void of compassion. It spe¬ 
cializes in sharp quips and 
brittle wisecracks. It makes 
much of double entendres 
(and single ones, too) about 
sex and sanitation. It takes 
delight in the other person’s 
discomfiture, guffawing at 
the polished insult and well- 
honed bit of sarcasm. It 
often sniggers at what 
others hold holy, and it finds 
crude blasphemy comic^ 
Much of our humor today 
really isn’t very funny. 

Reinhold Niebuhr, one of 
the most influential theolo¬ 
gians of our time, wrote an 
instructive essay on the re¬ 
lations between faith and 
humor, in which he said 
this: 

“Insofar as the sense of 
humor is a recognition of 
incongruity, it is more pro¬ 


found than any philosophy 
which seeks to devour incon¬ 
gruity in reason. But the 
sense of humor remains 
healthy only when it deals 
with immediate issues aiid 
faces the obvious and sur¬ 
face irrationalities. It must 
move forward toward faith 
or sink into despair when 
ultimate issues are raised.” 

Then he added: “There is 
laughter in the vestibule of 
the temple, the echo of 
laughter in the temple itself, 
but only faith and prayer, 
and no laughter, in the holy 
of holies.” Niebuhr saw 
humor as a means of dealing 
with incongruities on life’s 
surface, and he suggested 
that humor can be an agency 
of faith. 

Coming at the theory of 
humor from another angle, 
Stephen Leacock, said this: 
“Humor may be defined as 
the kindly contemplation of 
the incof^ruities of life, and 
the artistic expression 
thereof.” He added that 
humor “is bom, as it were, 
in perplexity, in contempla¬ 
tion of the insoluble riddle of 
existence.” 

Religious people today, 
especially those with deep 
theological and moral and 
social concerns, need humor 
as a prophylactic against the 
wrong kind of seriousness, 
especially seriousness about 
themselves. They should try 
to bring to their religion the 
sensitivity and the humane¬ 
ness and the gentle judg¬ 
ment which are engendered 
by the right kind of hdmor: 
humor can at least dull the 
cutting-edges of many of the 
sins of the spirit to which 
religious people are so rea¬ 
dily inclined.

Battle builds against the Red 


WINNIPEG (CP) — 
Flood fighting in the Red 
HWer Valley moved into 
high gear Friday as ris¬ 
ing waters reached 1950 
flood levels in southern 
Manitoba near the U S. 
border. 

The battle against flood¬ 
ing was most intense in St. 
Jean Baptiste on the Red 
River and at Rosenort on the 
Morris, wheire work crews 
continued building up dikes. 

These and other commun¬ 
ities in the path of the flood 
remained dry, but people 
left behind faced being cut 
off during the weekend. 

Meanwhile, officials ex¬ 
pressed their first concern 
about a small number of 
valley residents who had re¬ 
fused to obey evacuation 
orders Issued by the provin¬ 
cial government earlier in 
the week. 

An Emergency Measure 
Organization official in Ste. 
Agathe said many men were 
staying behind as expected 
to fight the flood, but a few 
other strong-willed people 
also had refused to leave. 

Harty Enns, the minister

respohsible for EMO, said 
the provincial cabinet was 
considering whether force 
should be used to remove 
those who had chosen to sit 
out the flood. 

He also complained about 
some farmers leaving live¬ 
stock in flood-prone areas 
until the last possible mo¬ 
ment. 

'*lt Just doesn't make 
sense to wait until the water 
is swirling around the 
bam," he said. 

The evaluation area— 
roughly the same area 
flooded in 1950—has a popu¬ 
lation of slightly more than 
13,000. About 3,000 have re¬ 
gistered at local evacuation 
centres, but many left with¬ 
out registering. 

Reception centres in Win¬ 
nipeg reported only about 
600 people had passed 
through their doors and 
offers of temporary accom¬ 
modations far exceeded that 
number. 

The Red River is expected 
to peak at Emerson near the 
U.S. border Wednesday. The 
peak is expected south of 
Wikinipeg about May 5. 


On Friday, the Red was 
rising slowly and light pre¬ 
cipitation expected today is 
not likely to alter current 
flood predictions. 

Military personnel were 
moving into four communi¬ 
ties Friday and today and 
there was round-the-clock 
supervision of floodworks 
and personal property by 
boat, air and land vehicles. 

The Canadian Forces ex¬ 
pected to have amphibious 
vehicles in Emerson, Mor¬ 
ris, St. Jean and St. Adolphe 
by today. Helicopters, am¬ 
phibious planes and 18 as¬ 
sault boats capable of hold¬ 
ing 15 men each were also 
ready to go if needed. 

More than three million 
sandbags are being flown in

BLUE BOY TO RESCUE 


MONTREAL (UPC)-Air 
Canada has launched opera¬ 
tion Blue Boy, airlifting 
thousands of sandbags be¬ 
tween Chicago and Winnipeg 
to bolster dikes along the 
^swollen Red River in flood- 
stricken southern Manitoba, 
an airline spokesman said 
Friday. 

The spokesman said the 
operation, begun Thursday, 
forced Air Canada to cancel 
scheduled freighter opera¬ 
tions to meet federal and 
provincial emergency calls. 

Airline staff at Chicago’s 
O’Hare Airport have been 
working day and night load¬ 
ing 18 DC-8 freighter air¬ 
craft which have been ac¬ 


corded top priority landing 
rights. 

It is the second time the 
government-owned airline 
has "brown-bagged" it into 
Winnipeg. When the Red 
River overflowed in 1950, 
Trans-Canada Airlines flew 
560,000 pounds of relief sup¬ 
plies in 37 flights over five 
days.

Garden Notes 


Continuing yesterday’s discussion 
on the thinning-out of young vegetable 
plants in the rows, I think I should 
point out that the ideal conditions for 
the thinning operation are when the 
plants are dry but the soil is moist but 
not wet. 

The plants don’t come up cleanly 
out of dry soil, often breaking off and 
leaving a portion of the root in the soil. 
By the same token, the handling of 
the stems and leaves of young plants 
while wet is an almost surefire way to 
spread all kinds of unpleasant plant 
diseases through the crop. 

These ideal conditions — dry 
plants, moist soil — will often prevail a 
few hours after a gentle rain. Or, when 
rain isn’t opportune, pour- a thin 
stream of water gently over the soil in 
the row without wetting the tupgrowth 
of the plants. 

After the intervening plants are 
pulled up, firm the displaced soil care¬ 
fully with the fingers or with the heel 
of the hand before leaving^the row. 

This is particularly important with 
carrots and onions, as loose and dis¬ 
turbed soil is an open invitation to the 
carMt rust fly and the onion maggot 
fly to deposit their maggot eggs. 

For the same reason, pick up and 
either bury or compost all the thin¬ 
nings before their characteristic odor 
can attract these egg-laying pests. 
Incidentally, the lawn mowings mulch 


mentioned in yesterday's column is 
helpful in discouraging these pests. 

Like lettuce, those little white table 
turnips, so good either cooked or 
sliced thinly raw into salads, should be 
thinned to 2-lnch intervals in their 
seedling stage. A few weeks later, 
every second plant may be pulled and 
eaten while still very young and tend¬ 
er. 

As with beets, the leaves of these 
little turnips are as good or better than 
spinach as boiled greens, and the 
leaves of these little fellows, removed 
in the thinning operation, are especial¬ 
ly tender and tasty. 

Kohlrabi, which many folks prefer 
to turnips, require a spacing of 6 
inches eventually, but here again, the 
thinning can be done on the instalment 
plan. This is a delicious vegetable 
when grown fast and pulled young, 
with sweet, finegrained flesh and a 
flavor that combines turnip with cauli¬ 
flower. An especially good variety is 
Grand Duke, an All-America Award 
w inner and available for the first time 
this year. 

These “bulbs” must be pulled 
young, 4 inches or less in diameter, 
otherwise they become hard and 
woody, with a string, unpleasant fla¬ 
vor. The plants are unusually sensitive 
to root disturbance in their early 
stages, so thinning should be done with 
special care to avoid any movement in 


the plants which are allowed to remain^’ 
in the row. 

Beets are another crop that require 
very early thinning, but this time for a 
different reason. You see, what ap¬ 
pears to be a single beet seed is ac¬ 
tually a cluster containing anywhere 
from three to seven seeds, so for each 
“Seed” you sow, you’ll get several 
plants coming up. 

No matter how carefully you space 
out your seeds, the seedlings will al¬ 
ways be overcrowded and must be 
“singled” as soon as the baby plants 
are large enough to handle. 

The plant scientists have developed 
a beet type known as mono germ 
which behaves more like the ordinary 
seeds, giving only one plant per seed. 
Whichever kind you grow, leave a 
spacing of 2 inches between the beet 
seedlings, and a few weeks later you 
can pull the alternate plants and use 
them as boiled greens. 

The next thinning will give you a 
feed of baby beets, either for immedi¬ 
ate eating or for canning or pickling 
whole, leaving the rest to grow on to 
normal size. 

Brussels sprouts should be thinned 
to start two feet apart. This spacing 
looks enormous when the plants are 
young, but as the young plants have no 
value when pulled, there is no point in 
thinning them by stages, as with beets 
and lettuce.

The iceman is extinct and 
the milkman is only a ves¬ 
tige, but both are remem¬ 
bered fondly, and there are 
still enough of them around, 
•in pasture, to recall the 
simpler America that was 
their habitat. 

My quotations here from 
Hank Morse’s paperback 
memoir, Old-Time Milk¬ 
man: Their Labors £ Loves, 
have brought a harvest of 
letters from milkmen and 
icemen, who were cousins, 
after all, and from those 
who remember them. 

Some assure us that the 
folklore is true — that milk¬ 
men and icemen frequently 
delivered other staples to 
lonely female customers 
than milk and ice; but 
Morse’s theory that milk¬ 
men were better lovers, be¬ 
cause they didn’t have to 
worry about their ice melt¬ 
ing, remains in hot dispute. 

Ray Bucher remembers 
the summers of 1934 and ’35, 
when he worked during his 
college vacations as an ice¬ 
man’s helper: “As 1 was a 
flunky on the wagon, my 
benefits were arranged for 
after working hours, but my 
driver had no such limita¬ 
tion. Many were the hours I 
sat out in the truck and con¬ 
templated the privileges of 
rank...” 

As for Morse’s idea that 


the iceman was too worried 
about his ice melting to dally 
with his customers. Bucher 
argues: “Consider that if a 
25-pound block of ice would 
last most people three days 
in an icebox, an average 
load of 330-pound bloc!:s 
(scqred for 25-pound piece, 
which could be cut ana de¬ 
livered) would not have 
melted away in a 
month. . .O’Neill had it 
right.” 

Winston Miller’s story is 
much like Bucher’s: “When 
I worked as a helper on an 
ice wagon during one high 
school summer back in the 
late ‘20s, my boss, a very 
macho guy, solved this deli¬ 
cate problem by having me 
continue the route alone for 
what 1 considered the proper 
length of time, hoping the 
neighbor-s wouldn’t notice 
when I came back later to 
pick him up on the fly, so to 
speak.” 

But of course not all of 
those fellows were such 
ladies’ men. Some evidently 
kept their innocence. 

“Your suspicions about 
icemen are ungrounded,” 
writes Judge Ronald E. 
Swearinger of the Los An¬ 
geles Superior Court. “I fol¬ 
lowed that trade in my youth 
in Vallejo. Let me tell you 
that bucking 100-pound 
blocks of ice up the rear 
stairs of two- and three- 


story buildings is debilitat¬ 
ing work and that the exis¬ 
tential concern of your typi¬ 
cal iceman was to get the 
darned load delivered and 
avoid a hernia and never 
mind back-porch dalliance. 

“My route used to include 
several lunpanars, where I 
was always treated with 
abundant generosity, includ¬ 
ing lucullan breakfasts with 
the proprietresses and the 
boarders, all of whom 
thought I was too skinny for 
a 16-year-old kid. Such 
mornings I would eat as 
many as five breakfasts and 
was often encouraged to say 
the blessing, or to partici¬ 
pate in the prayer meeting. 

“I met some mighty fine 
people while delivering ice, 
including other icemen, a 
robust and heaVty group. As 
for icemen being back-porch 
lotharios, it may be good 
folklore but it is not the re'al- 
ity. The work was just too 
hard.” 

But the most fascinating 
memoir — at least to me — 
reads as follows: 

“Your column brought 
back a few memories to this 
old retifed lechero, but I 
don’t remember the job 
being just the way you de- 
ciibe it. . .” My problem is 
wondering where all those 
lovely housewives that were 
out to seduce the milkman 
were hiding during the 26 


years I spent in the trade. 
Maybe I was so busy making 
a living for a family that 1 
couldn't see that old come- 
hither look. 

“One incident I do remem¬ 
ber is when two ragged kids 
moved into a new house 
on Mount Washington. 1 
seem to recall that they had 
moved there from Venice so 
he could be closer to his job. 
My memory tells me that 
this housewife was a real 
doll who on occasion would 
buy the man on the route a 
cup of coffee. But Jack, I 
can’t recollect her ever try¬ 
ing to ravish me. (Aside to 
Mrs. Smith: Are any of those 
hybrid irises we traded still 
blooming?)

C^urt of Appeal also ruled 
that acts of the le^slature 
need only be printed in Eng¬ 
lish. 

Biron said of the ruling, 
’ *‘this Is ^hat we’ve been 
pushing for all along. It’s 
only through such gestures 
of moderation that we can 
keep the country together.” 

Ryan said the Manitoba 
dispute arose because Can¬ 
ada’s constitution is not 


clear enough. Future consti¬ 
tutional arrangements, he 
said, must be more clearly 
spelled out. 

He said he was glad of the 
ruling but he had not studied 
it in detail and would refrain 
from possible comparisons 
to Quebec. 

Quebec’s language legisla¬ 
tion, Bill 101, limits—but 
does not eliminate—the 
right to speak English in the 
province’s courts and de¬ 
crees that provincial legisla-

tion be adopted in Frenc^ 
only, with English transit 
tions to be ’’unofficial.” 

These provisions have 
been declared unconstitu¬ 
tional by both Quebec Supe¬ 
rior Court and Quebec Court 
of Appeal. 

The Manitoba Court of Ap^ 
peal ruled that the Manitoba.1 
Act of 1870 takes precedence* 
over the the 1890 OfficiaBi 
Language Act and that docuq 
ments in French can there¬ 
fore be filed in the courts. ^

Compulsive rapist gets 9 years for five attacks 


A man described as a 
compulsive rapist was 
sentenced Friday to a 
total of nine years in 
penitentiary after plead¬ 
ing guilty in B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court to five 
charges covering a 15- 
month period. 

Leandre Leon Bonneville, 
35, was sentenced by Mr. 
Justice Martin Taylor to 
nine years on each of two 
rape charges: two years for 
forcible seizure of a woman; 
two years for detaining a 
Woman for the purpose of 
sexual intercourse, and one 
year for theft of money 
using threats of violence. 

All terms ar,e concurrent 
and it was recommended the 
sentence be served at the 
Matsqui Regional Psychi¬ 
atric Centre, the only penal 
institution in Canada with 
full-time medical staff spe¬ 
cializing in sex offenders. 

Taylor said his first reac¬ 
tion to the case was that a 
life sentence would be ap¬ 
propriate, but ended by say¬ 
ing he hoped there would be 
an early change in Bonne¬ 
ville's psychiatric nature 
Enabling him to return to 
kocfbty soon. 

He also suggested there

could be early parole to as¬ 
sist in the rehabilitation pro¬ 
cess. 

After sentencing, Taylor 
added a further prohibition 
provided in the Criminal 
Code, preventing Bonneville 
from possessing a firearm, 
ammunition or explosive for 
a period of 20 years. 

Two counts against Bon¬ 
neville were transferred to 
Victoria from Nanaimo 
where he had pleaded guilty 
to raping an 18-year-old ^t\ 
and stealing money from 
her at knifepoint at Camp¬ 
bell River July 2, 1978. 

He pleaded guilty to two 
new indictments covering 
two offences at Colwood 
Sept. 24, 1977, involving forc¬ 
ible seizure and rape of a 
21-year-old hotel clerk, and 
to detaining a 24-year-old 
married woman against her 
will for the purpose of sex¬ 
ual intercourse at Comox 
Dec. 30, 1978. A sixth count 
on that date, alleging forc¬ 
ible seizure, was stayed. 

In each case the accused 
man held out a knife to back 
up threats against the 
women, and although some 
of the clothing was slashed 
off one victim, none was 
wounded. The Colwood 
woman suffered a hairline 
skull fracture when Bonne¬ 
ville struck her in a struggle 
to put adhesive tape over 
her eyes. 

The accused man was ar¬ 
rested shortly after the 
Comox incident and was 
later connected to the others 
by police who noticed simi¬ 
larities between them, in¬ 
cluding the knife, a van with 
a bed, and the use of baby oil

and adhpsive tape on the 
victims. 

In one case after rubbing 
baby oil on the girl, Bonne¬ 
ville applied a battery- 
operated vibrator to parts of 
her body. 

Crown counsel Don 
Laughton said Bonneville 
seemed contrite, almost 
apologetic following the at¬ 
tacks. He quoted medical 
opinion to the effect that 
without treatment, Bonne¬ 
ville would remain a threat 
to the safety of women. 

Forensic psychiatrist Dr. 
William Forster said he be¬ 
lieved Bonneville would re¬ 
spond to therapy and medi¬ 
cation but he could not 
predict how long that might 
take. The man was not in¬ 
sane in a legal sense, he 
said. 

Dennis Murray, also ap¬ 
pearing for the crown, said 
the protection of the public 
was a major concern but 
rehabilitation was impor¬ 
tant. He said Bonneville 
showed some insight as to 
his problem by telling police 
he felt that his mind had a 


black side and a grey side, 
and that the black side did 
things the grey side would 
not think of. 

Court was told of several 
unsatisfactory female rela¬ 
tionships Bonneville had ex¬ 
perienced, including two 
failed marriages. 

Defence counsel Ted 
Strongitharm concurred 
with the suggestion of send¬ 
ing Bonneville to Matsqui. 
He said the man had come to 
understand the frustrations 


which drove him to commit 
the offences and sincerely 
seeks help. He called wit¬ 
nesses who testified to Bon¬ 
neville’s attitude since being 
held in jail awaiting trial. 

Taylor said Bonneville’s 
state of mind was bound to 
be of concern to the court, 
describing him as a man suL 
fering frustration through 
his contact with life who 
sought relief “through these 
terrible things.” 

The judge said he believed 


Bonneville’s description of 
hi^ feelings wiren he did 
them, and believed him 
when he said he pleaded 


guilty to the Campbell River 
offences in order to get help, 
even though there was a pbs- 
sible defence. 


Ultimately, Taylor said^ 
protection of society must 
be the dominant consider* 
ation.

Will Victoria 
vote for party 
or candidate?

Any candidate who anticipates an easy 
victory in the double riding of Victoria is making 
a mistake that could be fatal to his political 
career. 


Victorians have estab¬ 
lished themselves firmly 
as voters who don’t give 
two hoots for patterns 
and trends. 

IN 1972, the year B.C. 
voters demolished for¬ 
mer premier W.A.C. 
Bennett’s Social Credit 
party and elected the 
province’s first socialist 
government, Victorians 
sent one Socred (Newell 
Morrison) .and one Liber¬ 
al (David Anderson) to 
the Legislature. 

Three years later, Vic¬ 
toria voters elected one 
Socred (Sam Bawlf) and 
the city’s first New Dem¬ 
ocratic Party MLA 
(Charles Bai^ber) to the 
Legislature. Once again, 
the city had bucked the 
generat tfehff which 
swept Bill Bennett and 
his new Social Credit- 
Tory-Liberal alliance to 
power. 

THE DAYS when So¬ 
cial Credit could count on 
Victoria’s “little old 
Madies” for unquestion¬ 
ing support are over. The 
.old person who grateful¬ 
ly casts his vote for the 
government has become 
a myth. 

Today’s senior citizens 
are . politically active. 
They’re just as likely to 
be found.stirring the pot 
of neighborhood unrest 
with municipal zoning 
policies and pushing pe¬ 
titions for senior govern¬ 
ment support of services 
to the elderly, as stroll¬ 
ing along the Dallas 
Street waterfront or sit¬ 
ting in Beacon Hill 
Park. 

ANOTHER MYTH is 

that the business com¬ 
munity decides the out¬ 
come of the vote in Vic¬ 
toria. In actual fact, the 
influence of business 
couldn’t be any less sig¬ 
nificant. 

Most of the people who 
run businesses in the city 
live either in Oak Bay or 
Saanich. That’s where 
they will be casting their 
ballots. The bulk of Vic¬ 
toria voters occupies the 
lower middle to middle 
class position of the 
socio-economic structure 
with sizable representa¬ 
tion from the lower in¬ 
come group at one end 
and a moderate sprin¬ 
kling of upper-middle 
class voters at the 
other. 

REDISTRIBUTION 
will have no major im¬ 
pact on the outcome. 
Based on the returns of 
the 1975 election, no 
party appears to have 
the edge as a result of the 
boundary shuffle. 

The most significant 
change in the Victoria 
riding is the addition of 
Victoria West which was 
previously part of the 
Esquimau riding. 

Victoria West has tra¬ 
ditionally supported the 
NDP. In 1975, for in¬ 
stance, Frank Mitchell 
polled 563 votes in that 
area, compared with 
Lyle Kahl’s 363 votes. 

THAT GAIN, however, 
may be offset by the re¬ 
moval from the Victoria 
riding of the area north 


of Gorge between Tilli- 
cum and Portage Inlet. 
Comprising about four 
polling stations, that 
area gave the NDP a 
narrow edge in the 1975 
election. This chunk has 
now been added to the 
Esquimalt-Port Renfrew 
riding. 

The election in Vic¬ 
toria will be fought on the 
strength of the candi¬ 
dates and the appeal to 
voters of the parties they 
represent, but there are 
a number of consider¬ 
ations that would make a 
prediction of the out¬ 
come difficult, if notJm- 
possible. 

SEVEN candidates are 
in the running for the two 
seats—two Socreds, two 
New Dem^craTs, two 
Tories and one Commit¬ 
tee for Western Indepen¬ 
dence candidate. The 
Liberals are not fielding 
any candidates in 
Greater Victoria. 

The Tories are not 
likely to win a seat in 
Victoria, but they may 
act as spoilers by divid¬ 
ing the vote. 

But they reject the 
spoiler label. They say 
they are a credible alter¬ 
native and ask the voters 
to give them their protest 
vote. But even protest 
votes go only so far. 

CHANCES of the west¬ 
ern independence candi¬ 
date are equally slim. 
Michael Easton, 31, 
joined the race at the last 
minute. His message is; 
send a protest vote to 
Ottawa; tell the federal 
government that B.C. is 
not satisfied with whatit 
gets out of Confedera¬ 
tion. His election, he 
says, would bring home 
that message. 

Easton was born and 
educated in Victoria. He 
has worked as a disc 
jockey for two Victoria 
radio stations and has 
been publicity agent for 
the Committee for West¬ 
ern Independence. He is 
unemployed at the mo¬ 
ment. 

The Conservative 
Party has picked Mar¬ 
garet Lynn, a radio and 
TV broadcaster, and W. 
Jack Lindsay, manager 
of the Real Estate and 
Insurance Credit Union, 
as standard bearers in 
this election. 

They both readily 
admit that their chances 
of getting elected are re-, 
mote, but they feel it's 
important that voters 
have a choice. 

BUT DESPITE the 
number of parties taking 
part in the Victoria elec¬ 
tion race, polarization in 
the riding is complete. 
The contest will be be¬ 
tween the NDP and So¬ 
cial Credit. 

The names of the four 
candidates representing 
the two major parties are 
all well known—Charles 
Barber, who has held one 
of the two Victoria seats 
for the NDP since 1975; 
Gordon Hanson, his run¬ 
ning mate last time 
around; Sam Bawlf, who 
won the other seat for the 
Socreds in 1975, and Mi-

chael Young, mayor of 
Victoria and Bawlf’s 
running mate in this 
election. 

BARBER IS believed 
to be invincible in this 
election. He is held in 
high regard by voters of 
all political stripes. Few 
MLAs have worked as 
hard for their constitu¬ 
ents as Barber, and the 
NDP believes this will 
pay off at the polls. 

Barber, 30, was born 
and educated in Victoria 
and was one of the foun¬ 
ders of Cool-Aid, a youth 
hostel, crisis and coun¬ 
selling centre. He was 
elected NDP MLA for 
Victoria in 1975. For his 
community work. Bar¬ 
ber recently received the 
Vanier Award. 

Since his election, Bar-

ber has built himself a 
powerful political base in 
his riding. With few ex¬ 
ceptions, every Wednes¬ 
day since his election has 
been set aside for per¬ 
sonal contact with his 
constituents. Knocking 
on doors. Barber would 
ask if there was anything 
he could do for the peo¬ 
ple. 

THE NDP hopes that 
Barber’s popularity and 
a degree of disillusion¬ 
ment with the Socred 
government run high 

enoughior Hansoiuo sail_ 

into office on Barber’s 
coattails, and given the 
unpredictability of B.C. 
elections. Hanson may 
have a good chance of 
capturing the second 
seat. 

HANSON, 35, was bom 
in Vancouver and gra¬ 
duated from the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia 
with a degree in archeo- 
logy. 

He worked for the B.C. 
government as assistant 
archeologist, but re¬ 
signed in 1972 to become 
administrative assistant 
to then Consumer Ser- 
\1ces Minister Phyllis 
Young. 

Since his unsuccessful 
bid for election in 1975, 
Hanson has been work¬ 
ing as a staff representa¬ 
tive for the B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees Union. 

Nominating the same 
team as last time around 
was certainly not the 
wofst thing the NDP 
could have done in Vic¬ 
toria. 

On the surface, the 
Socreds appear to have it 
a little easier to sell both 
candidates to the voters. 
Both Young and Bawlf 
have had a high profile, 
but as recreation and 
conservation minister, 
Bawlf was not consider¬ 
ed a total success. He 
never came to grips, for 
instance, with the prob¬ 
lems of the fish and wild¬ 
life branch. 

BAWLF, 35, was born 
in Winnipeg. He graduat-

ed from the University of 
Manitoba in urban de¬ 
velopment. He became a 
planning consultant to 
government and indus¬ 
try. 

As a developer he 
directed his energies to 
the restoration of old 
buildings. Market 
Square is the largest 
project undertaken by 
Bawlf before his election 
as Social Credit MLA in 
1975. 

HIS NEW portfolio as 
deregulation minister 
- h as n ’t giv£n him enough 
of a profile to be of any 
help in the election. 

Bawlf is an urban 
creature, a fact which 
made him an asset to the 
city of Victoria. The ren¬ 
ovation of the Crystal 
Garden, the beautifica¬ 
tion of the Inner Harbor, 
plans for the Wharf 
Street convention centre, 
were largely the result 
of Bawlf’s lobbying in 
cabinet. 

But his obvious success 
in securing these assets 
for the city are some¬ 
what offset by the prob¬ 
lems every cabinet min¬ 
ister faces; lack of time 
to look after the people of 
the constituency. Barber 
has consistently beaten 
Bawlf in that depart¬ 
ment. 

THE QUESTION is, 
therefore, whether 
Bawlf’s undeniable work 
on behalf of the city is 
deeply enough rooted in 
the voters’ minds to ex¬ 
press itself at the polls.

Young has 
good grass-roots support 
in Victoria and not hav¬ 
ing to run on his record 
as an MLA, gives him a 
distinct advantage. 

YOUNG, 45, was born 
in Glasgow, Scotland and 
has lived in Victoria 
since 1948. 

He graduated in law in 
1961, was elected aider- 
man in Victoria in 1971 
..and re-elected in 1973. 

He has been mayor of 
Victoria since 1975. 

In the final analysis, 
the outcome in Victoria 
will depend on whether 
the people vote for candi¬ 
dates or parties or both.

CordoVa Bay 
data base 
Inadequate’ 

Saanich council’s decision to establish ^ temporary 
storefront planning office in Cordova Bay has come 
under fire from the planning committee chairman of the 
neighborhood community association. 

Ann Moffatt said in an interview the office would be 
providing information to residents based on inadequacies; 
Inadequacy of Information contained in a recent back¬ 
ground study completed by the municipal planning depart¬ 
ment, and the absence of any council action on a proposal by 
the Cordova Bay Association for a septic tank maintenance 
program. 

THE OFFICE is seen by council as a means of gaining 
residents’ views on the area’s desirable population density, 
sewage disposal and related planning matters. 

The 16 page Cordova Bay background study showed 
that most residents hid no objection to population growth 
provided it was carefully controlled, but they considered it 
important a large part of Saanich remain rural. 

Although there has been a clamor for sewers, the re¬ 
port noted that 64.7 per cent of residents consider septic 
tank disposal adequate, while only 27.7 per cent de¬ 
scribed it as inadequate. 

Cost of sewering Cordova Bay is estimated at $3.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

MRS. MOFFATT claims the municipal engineer’s esti¬ 
mate contained no provision for added costs that could be 
encountered by constructing the line across difficult ter¬ 
rain, or having to take a circuitous route in order to 
preserve mature stands of trees. 

“If an increased population is to be considered, the 
cost of providing all necessary services must be esti¬ 
mated seriously,’’ she said. 

The greatest cost and the most difficult problem to 
overcome would be road work, she contended. 

THE STUDY, she said, failed to take into account the 
cost of upgrading and a possible extension of Lochside 
Drive, road improvements in the village centre, and con¬ 
struction of sidewalks, storm drains and installation of 
street lights. 

She said the association request for a municipally- 
administered, controlled septic tank maintenance program 
appeared to have been completely ignored by council. 

“Surely an in-depth study and inspection of existing 
systems is warranted before committing Saanich resi¬ 
dents to a massive expenditure for sewers that may not 
not be necessary.’’ 

THE PROGRAM suggested by the association would in¬ 
volve regular servicing and pumping out of septic tanks, 
with the municipality billing residents for the service, 
she said. 

The association also wants councii to consider alterna¬ 
tives, including various disposal systems now being used 
extensivelji in the U.S. 

Mrs. Moffatt said although the association fully sup¬ 
ported the idea of establishing a storefront office, it 
was essential factual information on all aspects of al¬ 
ternatives be made available, so residents could make an 
honest assessment in deciding the community’s future. 


Auto dealer 
bid low but 
lost to local 


Saanich police board’s re¬ 
cent decision to buy locally 
although it would mean pay¬ 
ing more has brought a pre¬ 
dictable response from the 
low bidder, Duncan 
Chrysler. 

The purchase of eight new 
cars for the police depart- 
mertt from Millstream 
Chevrolet for $46,667, about 
$2,000 more than the price 
quoted by the low bidder, 
prompted Duncan Chrysler 
to ask in a letter to the l^ard 
why the intention to buy lo¬ 
cally was not specified on 
the tender form. 

Company general man¬ 
ager Thomas Alexander 
asked for the board’s defini¬ 
tion of “buying locally,’’ and 
sought an assurance that in 
future suppliers be informed 
whether bids would be con¬ 
fined to local dealers. 

Alexander also wondered 


why the board had raised the 
issue of problems about war¬ 
ranty work being done when 
an assurance had been given 
Saanich by a Chrysler repre¬ 
sentative that such work 
could be done by a local 
dealer. 

Car dealer Reg Midgley, 
who sponsored the motion 
that Millstream get the con¬ 
tract, said a major portion 
of the blame rested with the 
municipality’s purchasing 
department. 

“Duncan Chrysler was led 
to believe they had the con¬ 
tract and it only had to be 
rubber-stamped by this 
board.’’ 

But he wondered why the 
Duncan firm was asked for 
a bid “when we have 21 
local dealers anxious for 
business.’’ 

The board will respond 
with a “we did what we 
thought was best’’ letter.

However, Vogel says 
three cabinet ministers 
given the B.C. Police Com¬ 
mission report have not had 
time to study the document, 
which had been in their 
hands only about a month.

The Flying Nun terrific, temperamental — and aging

On a clear day in Central Saanich you could 
see forever^ fit weren^t for the trees. Looking 
north from Sayiyard Road, on a blue afternoon, 
you can see her, riding, training, grooming, 
working on the family farm. She^s not the 
Queen of the Cow Palace any more, no longer 
Cinderella. She's Bo Meams, horsewoman. 
Whatever happens, that won't change! 

The older, now-yellow press clippings refer to 
her that way—-Victoria’s Cinderella ^rl. 

She was just nineteen, a clear-eyed deb, was 
Madeleine Cuppage when they crowned her Queen of 
San Francisco’s Cow Palace back in the early six¬ 
ties. 

Oh, the local papers kept careful tabs on the 
girl who evolved into Bo Meams, Western Canada’s 
premiere equestrienne, the woman who made west 
and east take notice. 

She was closely watched, emerging from the 
Victoria Riding Academy, travelling to Califor¬ 
nia and Stanford University. Then back north 
and the purchase, at Sandown Racetrack in 1968, of a 
tall, three-year-old bay mare, The Flying Nun. 

The price: $400, that shared 50-50 with a partner, 
long since depart^ the picture. 

Since then, Bo estimates the bay mare, now 
14, has earned upwards of $80,000 in prize money. 

By 1972, the papers were still calling her Cinderella 
of the Hurdles at 27, after she made a name in pro 
competitions in Canada and the U.S. 

In 1976, the focus swung to the Montreal Olympics. 
The by-then Mrs. Mearns had a chance to qualify for 
the four-member national team. She almost made 
it. 

Meams placed first in one of three trials, nailing 
down first place at the $15,000 Daymond Internation¬ 
al Grand Prix in Calgary. That caused the Olympic 
committee to raise an eyebrow or two. But no more. 
She failed to earn a place on the highly-competitive 
team. 

In 1977, honors kept coming. National puissance 
champion. Pacific National Exhibition open show 
jumping champion, a trip to Europe with the national 
team—the list goes on. 

She continues to sparkle in grand prix com¬ 
petition, especially west of the Canadian Shield. 

Just a few weeks ago, she and her Nun outpointed 
Olympic silver medalist Branch County by six one- 
hundredths of a second. That effort took a $3,500 first 
prize at the Calgary Horse Show. 

But now, time is mnning out. Not for Meams. 


Athletic and trim at 34, she looks like she could 
ride forever. 

The Flying Nun, though, is getting on. Bo 
figures the animal is good for only two more 
years. Then it’s to pasture. But where is her re¬ 
placement? 

“There aren’t really any horses with compar¬ 
able potential in this area,” said Meams this 
week, “and I can’t afford the thousands of dollars 
it’d take to replace her. 




“If I don’t get another horse before then, 1 
guess it’s all over.” 

She’s working with a few candidates right now but 
they don’t look particularly promising. Flying Nuns 
don’t come out of the west every yeaij, or every 
decade. i 

“She’s among the top 10 horses in toe country 
right now,” Bo assures. “But you can’t expect 
to make the top, I mean the very top, with¬ 
out adequate backup mounts. 
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Bo Means schools Physical Ed la search for successor to The Flying Nun. 


“That’s why I’m realistic about my chances 
of making the Olympic team for 1980. I don’t think' 
we’re going to make it, 

“Fljing Nun is terrific but she tends to be . 
temperamental. You need more than one horse. 

If I lose mine, if she gets hurt, I can’t com- 
pete any more.” 

Speaking of hurts, the Flying Nun has come 
up slightly lame. She’s confined to barracks for 
the moment but will be ready for the shows 
in May. * 

‘-‘You see, most of the top riders come from ^ 
the east. They seem to have unlimited funds and c^ft^ 
go out and buy the best, the kind of horse you need4«f‘^ 
compete internationally. I can’t match them.” tie'll' 

That doesn’t mean she can’t try. She will, startiqg^ ?

She likes wh^t she sees as far as organized^^ 
youth involvement, and thinks increased TV expo¬ 
sure is bringing the sport to the masses, albeit 
gradually. 

“Let’s face it, it’s exciting. It’s got speed, thrills, 
everything. . .” 

If she doesn’t grab the Olympic brass ring, 
she still has the grand prix circuit. That’s all 
she really needs. Because there’s nothing sheM^; 
rather do. 

“I just want to follow the jumping circuit as 
far as I can. My husband feeds me,” she smiles. “It’s 
better than working in an office somewhere down¬ 
town.” 

That’s definitely not in the cards. Riding, training 
and teaching are all that matters. Horses are a full 
time job. 

For now, and forever, she’s Bo Meams. Horse¬ 
woman.

A massive shift from oil and coal use to solar energy 
by 1990 would create almost three million new jobs for 
Americans, according to a recent Congressional study. 

Disputing previous estimates of major economic disloca¬ 
tion, the study called for creation of a new cadre of 
energy specialists to install conservation and solar en¬ 
ergy equipment. 

SUCH A BOON to the U.S. economy is unlikely, how¬ 
ever, unless the federal government establishes manda¬ 
tory conservation standards for industries and private 
residences, the study concluded. 

The study was made for a Joint Economic subcommit¬ 
tee by Leonard Rodberg, a director of the Community 
Energy Project in Washington. 

CRITICS OF SOLAR heaters and coolers as replacements 
for furnaces and air-conditioners have said that if coal, 
oil and natural gas consumption were substantially re¬ 
duced, large numbers of people would be out of work. 

But Kodbefg conclu^d that if solar equipment was 
installed on a large scale and Americans invested in a wide 
range of conservation equipment, there would be a net 
gain of three million jobs.

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Drudgery behind the Iron Curtain 

Legal equality not matched to living

MOSCOW —What Is it like 
to. be one of the 62 million 
working women in the So¬ 
viet Union? 

You spend almost as many 
hours a day cooking and 
doing housework (up to six) 
as you do working (up to 
eight). You also pay the 
bills, and at home you get 
little help from your family. 
One Leningrad survey 
showed only three per cent 
of husbands helped to shop. 

You lack most conve¬ 
nience foods western women 
take for grantea, although 
some 60 frozen food items 
now are available, and offi¬ 
cials insist that more 
ma;^ed potato mix and 
quiek-cook cereals are being 
turned out. 

ONLY ONE of five women 
has a vacuum cleaner. Two 
of three have refrigerators 
and olothes washers. Hard¬ 
ly Anyone has an electric 
floor polisher, automatic 
dishwasher, deep fryer, 
slow cooker, freezer, range 
filter, kitchen fan, electric 
hot water heater, or clothes 
dryer. 

You spend an average two 
hours a day shopping, most¬ 
ly for food. Shops are dingy, 
crowded, ill-stocked. More 
and more self-service stores 
are appearing, but only one 
in four check-out -counters 
has a cash register that can 
total a bill. 

ON THE job, one-quarter 
of ail construction laborers 
are women. Arduous night 
shifts still are widespread, 
especially in the machine- 
building factories where 
women abound. Managers 
stilt prefer to give you more 
money than to improve your 
working conditions. You 
generally lack opportunity 
to rise to managerial jobs.

cians such as those on radio¬ 
set assembly lines. 

BUT THE country has not 
yet matched legal equality 
with actual day-to-day 
equality to relax, have free 
time, do less housework, 
stand in fewer lines. 

Women work at their jobs, 
and they work at home. Re¬ 
sults: weariness, frustra¬ 
tion, and a powerful reason 
the country’s birth rate is 
falling, threatening severe 
labor shortages for the rest 
of the century. 

Officially, women are 
lauded to the skies. The 
press repeats the number in 
good positions: 475 out of the 
1,517 members of the Su¬ 
preme Soviet (legislature), 
and a “half million” said to 
hold ‘‘leading posts” in gov 
ernment and industry. 

FEW, HOWEVER, reach 
the most influential levels: 
only about one-quarter of 
the 16 million Communist 
Party members are said to 
be women. Only a handful 
sit on the Central Commit¬ 
tee, and none on the Secre¬ 
tariat or the 13-man ruling 
Politburo. 

The journal listed the con¬ 
siderable efforts the state 
has made to help women 
since 1917. 

There are state kindergar¬ 


tens. The state pays 75 per 
cent of costs, but demand 
outstrips supply. Only one 
child in three of preschool 
age can find a place. The 
state says spaces for about 
2.5 million more children 
will be provided between 
1976-1980. 

EXPECTANT mothers 
can take off four months on 
full pay: two before the birth 
and two after. A new mother 
may stay home for another 
year. She is not paid but her 
job is held for her, and the 
year counts as uninterrupt¬ 
ed work time for pension 
rights, etc. 

Now officials are consid¬ 
ering partial pay for the 
year off, and a possible two- 
year leave with one year 
paid. 

Last year about 10,000 
stores sold ready-to-eat, or 
partially prepared food. 
About 1,600 were in fac¬ 
tories. More and more en¬ 
terprises are said to be tak¬ 
ing staff orders in the 
morning for pick-up at the 
end of work.

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Alcoholism link 
intolerance lack? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
.^Icohtlism tends to run in 
families, but if there is an 
inherited link, a Kansas Uni¬ 
versity psychiatrist sug¬ 
gests. it may be “a lack of 
intolerance for alcohol.” 

“At this point, we are not 
certain that anything is in¬ 
herited.” said Dr. Donald 
Goodwin. 

Goodwin noted that nu¬ 
merous studies had found a 
high prevalence of alcohol¬ 
ism among relatives of alco¬ 
holics. 

But this did not mean alco¬ 
holism was inherited, he 
said in a report in a recent 
issue of the medical journal. 
Archives of General Psy¬ 
chiatry. Speaking Chinese 
also ran in families, he said, 
but not because of genes. 

Goodwin said that studies 
of twins, however, also sug¬ 
gested heredity might be a 
factor in alcoholism. 

A study Goodwin and his 
colleagues conducted of a 
group of Danish adoption 
cases a few years ago found 
that sons of alcoholics were 
four times as likely to be 
alcoholic as were sons of 
non-alcoholics, whether 
raised by non-alcoholic fos¬ 
ter parents or their own par¬ 
ents. But studies of daugh¬ 
ters were inconclusive. 

All the evidence put to¬ 
gether. Goodwin said, at 
least suggested the possibil¬ 
ity of some kind of inherited 
link to alcoholism. 

Thai’s where a “lack of 
intolerance” to alcohol 
might fit the picture. 

(ioodwin said there was a 
wide range of innate varia¬ 
tions in the way people re¬ 
sponded to alcohol. 

He said Orientals offered 
the most conspicuous exam¬ 
ple. Three .separate studies 
had shown that small 
amounts of alcohol caused 
the skin to flush and pro¬ 
duced other unpleasant 
reactions in about three- 
quarters of Orientals. 

Goodwin said the the low 
rate of alcoholism in the Ori¬ 
ent had usually been attri¬ 
buted to social factors. 
“Now it appears that a large 
number of Orientals are 
physiologically intolerant of

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Grade school low achiever 
could be a college graduate 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. 
(AP) — Today’s problem 
reader won’t necessarily be 
tomorrow’s illiterate. In 
fact, says Anabel Newman, 


an Indiana University edu¬ 
cation professor, today’^ 
low achievers in grade 
school may be tomorrow’s 
college graduates. 


“I worked with a boy in 
fifth grade who not only 
could not read, he would not 
read,” she says. ”He has 
now finished his master’s in 



fine arts, he has had paint¬ 
ings displayed in the Metro¬ 
politan (Museum of Art),, 
and he is reading volumin¬ 
ously in the areas he’s in¬ 
terested in.” 

The young man’s struggle 
against the odds of being 
categorized as a functional 
illiterate along with 20 mil¬ 
lion other Americans is 
chronicled in a long-range 
study begun by Mrs. New¬ 
man in 1964 in Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa. 

Of the 400 first-graders 
pegged as low achievers, 310 
remained in the study at the 
end of the first year. Of 
those, 135 were located when 
they reached nth grade. 
Basod on tests and inter¬ 
views with them, Mrs. New- 
. man concluded that 89 were 
no longer low achievers but 
were at or above average. 

Finally, on 20 who reached 
12th grade, she did case his¬ 
tories based on interviews 
with students and parents, 
tests and graphs of achieve¬ 
ment for each school year. 
Of those, half remained low 
achievers but the other 10 
were’considered achievers. 

What made the differ¬ 
ence? 

Mrs. Newman decided it 
was five factors — interest, 
motivation, models, 

pressure and perseverance.

STAR MAGNITUDES: 
There are six or seven 
thousand stars in the en¬ 
tire sky that can be seen 
without optical aid — 
about 2,500 of these vis¬ 
ible' at any one time. A 
good pair of binoculars 
will reveal over 50,000 
stars, a moderate siz^ 
telescope a few hundred 
thousand, while the 
world’s great telescopes 
bring about a billion into 
range. 

Magnitude is a mea¬ 
sure of a star’s bright¬ 
ness. When looking at 
stars it becomes ap¬ 
parent that some are 
brighter than others. The 
apparent magnitude of a 
star is the result of two 
things, its real or intrin¬ 
sic brightness and its dis¬ 
tance Jfjmi us. A star 
may ap|!far to be bright 
because, like the sun, it is 
relatively close, or be¬ 
cause it is intrinsically 
brighter than the aver¬ 
age star. This is easy to 
understand when you 
realize that a very bright 
light in the distance may 
appear brighter than a 
much fainter light near¬ 
by. 

ASTRONOMERS use a 
numerical scale to repre¬ 
sent the magnitude of 
stars. On this scale the 
higher the number the 
fainter the star. A minus 
scale is used for the few 
stars and planets 
brighter than zero mag¬ 
nitude. Stars are grouped 
as 1st, 2nd, 3rd magni 
tude etc., to beyond the 
20th magnitude. The 
faintest stars visible to 
the unaided eye are of 
the 6th magnitude. 

Each magnitude is 
about 2.5 times brighter 
than the preceding one.

Dear Dr. Ruble: .My 
daughter, who is 27. has 
been bothered for several 
months with chalazions and 
styes*on her eyelids, pos¬ 
sibly a staph infection. She 
has io have the lumps re¬ 
moved surgically and is get¬ 
ting discouraged. She is also 
allergic and gets shots for 
that. Do you know of any 
treatments for this? — B. 

The skin around the eyes 
is rich in tiny ducts and 
glands. Lumps on the eye¬ 
lids may have any of several 
causes, and they have to be 
jicen to be evaluated. A cha- 
lazipn is an enlargement of 
one of the oil glands of the 
lid. which has become 
blocked. The oil accumu¬ 
lates and hardens causing 
the small, hard lump — the 
ehala/.ion. The skin can be 
moved over the lump easily.

West led his top heart to 
East's ace and the queen of 
hearts came back to 
declarer’s king. Declarer 
tried the spades, but when 
East discarded on the sec¬ 
ond lead. South had to 
adjust his sights. He 
cashed dummy’s last high 
spade, getting rid of his 
second low diamond, and 
then ran dummy’s nine of 
clubs. 

The nine held, the finesse 
was repeated and declarer 
took all six club tricks to 
make his teetering slam. 

F^ast could have made 
matters almost impossible 
had he shifted to a club at 
trick two. After all. he 
knew that declarer had the 
heart king and if the 
spades were to break, de¬ 
clarer would make the 
slam regardless of what 
East did. 

Against a club shift, de¬ 
clarer would win a high 
club instead of risking a 
first round finesse, and 
would plan on running the 
spades. Now. when the 
spades failed to break, it 
would be too late for two 
club finesses and East

better drainage. A repeated 
infection or irritation of the 
lid may cause it, as can an 
allergy. 

Styes, on the other hand, 
are an infection from the 
staph germ. They require 
special antibiotic ointments.

I want to have plastic sur¬ 
gery on my nose, which has 
bothered me (mentally) for 
years.

No law says you have to. It 
is not a bad idea, however. 
Plastic surgery takes great 
skill, and your own doctor 
would recommend a surgeon 
whose work he values. This 
would be important for your 
ease of mind. Your general 
health status should be as¬ 
sessed by your doctor before 
any surgery.

EDMONTON (CP) — An 
Edmonton police inspector 
says certain Criminal Code 
exemptions for parents en¬ 
courage child abuse. 

Joe PdSs told a recent con¬ 
ference on child abuse that 
sections of the code which 
exempt parents from as¬ 
sault charges if they use 
reasonable discipline are 
' antiquated and encourage 
physical abuse. 

But, he said, Canada 
should not move as far in the 
other direction as Sweden, 
which recently made it a 
crime for parents to spank 
their children. Such a law 
couldn’t be enforced. 

The solution is to change 


attitudes toward physical 
punishment through public 
education, he said. And fed¬ 
eral and provincial laws 
should be toughened to stop 
child abuse._

The Vial of Life kit, a program originated by U.S. law 
enforcement agencies to aid people with m^ical his¬ 
tories, is now available through 12 Greater Victoria 
outlets. 

The kit is free to the public and contains a plastic vial, a 
medical history form and a red-and-white sticker with a 
stylized “V.” 

The medical history should be filled out and placed 
inside the vial, which is then put inside the refrigerator on 
the top shelf on the right, front side. The sticker should be 
adhered to the outside of the fridge so that ambulance 
personnel or physicians can quickly spot the decal and know 
that the patient, who may be unconscious or unable to com¬ 
municate, has his or her medical background inside 
the fridge. 

The Ambulance Employees Union in B.C. has undertak¬ 
en to administer the program, which is aimed primarily at 
the elderly, chronically ill or handicapped. 

In Victoria, Don MacDonald and Randy L'Heureux, 
attendants with the Provincial Ambulance Services, are 
working hard to get the program established in the 
area. 

They are looking for service organizations to spon¬ 
sor a kit, which costs $110.25 and includes 500 vials, 500 
decals and 600 medical forms. 

A New Westminster policeman on a trip to the U S. 
saw the program and was so impressed that he brought it 
back with him. 

Anyone with any kind-of medical history, allergy to 
drugs, asthma, heart condition or any other problem 
related to health should take advantage of the program, 
MacDonald said. 

Even those who currently belong to the Medic Alert 
bracelet scheme should augment it with the Vial of Life 
program, he added

In addition to reiterating 
the regional support for a 
second crossing at 17th 
Street, the planning com¬ 
mittee recommended five 
questions be asked of the 
minister.

On the other questions he 
said they were “stupid” and 
asked where directors had 
been for the past three 
years. 

“The questions border on 
the ridiculous,” he said, 
adding the four-lane bridge 
had been thoroughly ex¬ 
plained and the costs of 
moorage in the slough was 
not pertinent to the ques¬ 
tion. 

Chairman Keith Hudson 
said it was “quite appropri¬ 
ate to ask questions” and 
Anne Fiddick of Gold River 
said the questions were not 
presumptions. 

She cited a case in Gold 
River where highways offi¬ 
cials made a mistake in 
planning a road and she and 
Wood said they were not 
convinced sufficient plan¬ 
ning had been done. 

Director Moore, who 
called the whole discussion 
“just throwing more sand in 
the gears,” asked Fiddick: 
“Why don’t you run Gold 
River and let Courtenay run 
its own business?”

Being right 
can still 
be costly 

NANAIMO — Even being right can cost money, the 
city of Nanaimo and one alderman have discovered. 

Aid. Ada Howden at this week’s council meeting dis¬ 
closed what it had cost the city and herself, personally, 
as a result of complaints that last Nov. 18 municipal 
election was improperly conducted. 

The bill for the city came to $9,500 in legal and staff 
costs for the defence, which sucessfully argued at a 
hearing that any irregularities in the vote were so small they 
did not affect the outcome of the election. 

Mrs. Howden’s own bill was $2,000. 

Four Wellington residents had filed the petition claim¬ 
ing that there had been irregularities such as voters 
voting in the wrong ward. 

Aid. Alex Ferguson of Chase River called it a “ter¬ 
rible indictment of the city” that such an action had even 
been launched. 

He said that it is unfortunate that democracy has 
reached the stage in Nanaimo 4hat it has to be fought in 
the courts. 

There was “lots of money” behind the action against the 
city, and it had taken the form of an attack on Mrs. Howden 
as well, he said. 

Mrs. Howden, for her part, said she was grateful 
she had been able to scrape through without having to 
mortgage her home to pay the costs. 

In other business, the council decided it had better 
take a closer look at the question of contracting out 
and local employees before it adopted any policy on the 
matter. 

Aid. Jack Little had proposed a motion that the city 
require all contractors to hire 80 per cent of their 
labor locally when working on a civic project. 

The local area was defined as the one covered by the 
Nanaimo, Duncan and District Labor Council. 

The city received a letter from its own union, Cana¬ 
dian Union of public Employees, Local 401, stating that 
union is adamantly opposed to any form of contracting out, 
whether oigiot it included local labor. 

CUPeT stand was that the city should not contract out 
unless the city work forces were unable to perform the 
work required or the city did not have the proper equip¬ 
ment. 

Under those conditions, CUPE said, it would agree 
with the resolution. 

A motion to refer the matter to the council’s general 
government committee was passed, although Little ar¬ 
gued that the council members had ample time to study the 
matter before this week's council meeting. 

The motion had been submitted as a notice of motion 
at the last council meeting, two weeks ago. 

Another issue, however, was temporarily taken out 
of the hands of the general government committee. 

That issue was one of the firefighting at Cassidy Air¬ 
port. 

The general government committee has been han¬ 
dling all matters related to the airport, but last week 
the protective services committee decided it would like 
to take over the fire fighting work. 

When the matter came to the council this week, gen¬ 
eral government committee chairman Ray Brookbank 
argued that the issue of fire fighting at the airport can¬ 
not be handled in isolation. 

He said he would be glad to invite the protective ser¬ 
vices committee to any meetings on the airport fire 
fighting. 

However, the council finally agreed to give the topic 
to the protective services committee, which should in¬ 
vite the general government committee to its meetings 
involving Cassidy. 

Mayor Frank Ney, however, left the jurisdictional 
dispute up in the air, when he promised to change the 
committees’ terms of reference so that the airport fire 
fighting would be back in the hands of the general govern¬ 
ment committee.

Government red tape, 
much of it in the new “dere¬ 
gulation" ministry itself, is 
responsible for a lack of ac¬ 
tion in removing barriers to 
handicapped access to puk- ^ 
lie buildings, the president 
of the University of Victoria 
Alma Mater ^ciety said 
Thursday. 

. The society carried out a 
study of building accessibil¬ 
ity on the UVic campus last 
summer and submitted it to 
the provincial government, 
urging an amendment to 
building codes to permit 
creation of a “barrier-free 
environment" on campus, 
Marla ^Nickerson safoT The 
university has done a great 
deal to make life easier for 
physically handicapped stu¬ 
dents, but several major 
renovations cannot be made 
until the building code is 
amended, she said. 

The AMS report was sub¬ 
mitted to the government 
last September, and al¬ 
though it has come close to 
the suface on several occa¬ 
sions, both the report and 
the building code amend¬ 
ments to which it appears to 
be firmly glued are still sub^ 
merged in government, she 
said. 

The report and building 
code amendment went 
through several drafts and 
even got the signature of 
former municipal affairs 
minister Hugh Curtis at one 
point. But a cabinet shuffle, 
six weeks in the deregula¬ 
tion ministry, additional 
time in the attorney-gen¬ 
eral’s ministry, and missed 
opportunities in cabinet all 
combined to delay introduc¬ 
tion of the measures, Nick¬ 
erson said. 

Municipal Affairs Minis¬ 
ter William Vander Zalm ap¬ 
peared to be pushing for the 
building code changes, and 
even said in the Le^slature 
on the night the budget was 
presented that the legisla¬ 
tion was ready to go. But 
dissolution of the Legisla¬ 
ture for the election the fol¬ 
lowing day means the mat¬ 
ter is still pending. 

About one in seven Cana¬ 
dians under 60 years old is 
affected by a physical 
handicap of ^ome kind. 
Nickerson said.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas 
(AP) — A rifleman firing 
from a mobile home into 
a huge crowd at a down¬ 
town parade Friday 
killed two women and 
wounded at least 44 other 
persons, police said. The 
sniper was found dead 
in the trailer after a half- 
hour exchange of gunfire 
with police. 

The sniper was identified 
as Ira Attebury, 65, by police 
Insp. Marion Talbert, who 
said Attebury had an ar¬ 
senal of weapons and 
“enough ammunition to 
start a war.’’ 

“It is obvious he came to 
the parade with the plan de¬ 
signed to do what he did,” 
said Police Chief Emil 
Peters. 

Peters said 4,000 to 5,000 
people were within range of 
the gunman when the firing 
began about 1 p.m. local 
time. 

The wounded — six police- 
>-men and 38 civilians — were 
taken to five city hospitals. 
Authorities said most of the 
wounds were superficial. 

Tom Mueller, an exchange 
student from Dusseldorf, 
West Germany, was on a 
parade float with eight other 
teenagers when a policeman 
standing “not three yards 
away” was shot in the leg. 

“We all laid down. At first 
there was no panic. I heard 
the bullets whistling over 
my head,” said Mueller, 18. 

The Battle of Flowers 
parade, part of San Anto¬ 
nio’s annual Fiesta Week, 
had drawn an estimated 300,- 
000 people to the 1.6-kilo¬ 
metre route. It was later 
cancelled. 

Peters said officers on 
parade duty quickly sur¬ 
rounded the motor home and 
opened fire. He said shoot¬ 
ing between police and the 
gunman lasted about half an 
hour. 

Peters said the incident 
ended at 2:15 p.m., following 
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Parade-watchers take shelter as policemen rushes small boy out of line of fire

Quake shakes Bay area 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — An earth¬ 
quake measuring 4.2 on the Richter scale 
shook San Francisco and parts of the Bay 
area Friday afternoon. There were no 
immediate reports of injury or serious 
damage. 

The earthquake’s epicentre was 32 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Berkeley, the Univer¬ 
sity of California’s seismographic labora¬ 
tory said. 

Police said some telephone service was 
disrupted and traffic signals were out 
in parts of San Francisco. 


The tremor at about 4:45 p.m. shook 
desks and the floor of The Associated 
Press bureau on the third floor of a Civic

WASHINGTON — The 
United States and Soviet 
ynion on Friday carried out 
a dramatic prisoner ex¬ 
change, believed to be the 
largest ever between the two 
countries. 

Five political and reli¬ 
gious dissidents were freed 
from Soviet jails and flown 
to New York in exchange for 
two Russians convicted of 
trying to steal U.S. defence 
secrets. 

The five dissidents ar¬ 
rived at Kennedy airport in 
New York City, were met by 
White House, U.S. state de¬ 
partment and justice de¬ 
partment officials and were 
hustled to a hotel in the city. 
Their families were to join 
them shortly, said Jody 
Powell, the White House 
press secretary. 

The Soviet group includes 
Alexander Ginzburg, one of 
the best known Russian dis¬ 
sidents. 

The Russian spies, con¬ 
victed last October of trying 
to steal U.S. defence secrets 
and sentenced to prison 
terms of 50 years each, left 
for Moscow aboard the same 
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Queen in scrape

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Quick attention urged for Somenos Flats 


DUNCAN — “The encroachment of additional de¬ 
velopment within the flood plain (Somenos Flats) is a 
problem which must be looked at immediately by all 
governments,” regional director of planning Ron Smith has 
informed city of Duncan council. 

Smith was replying to Duncan’s concerns that fur¬ 
ther development and in-filling of the flood plain, planned by 
North Cowichan council, would drastically affect flooding of 
Duncan’s east end residential area. 

Smith said the regional district is looking at the 
problem of flooding of urban areas built on a flood plain. 

He said: “At the moment, the CVRD has not undertak¬ 
en any major studies of this particular area (Somenos 
Flats), but believe the provincial ministry of the en¬ 
vironment, water resources branch may be more able to 
assist both the city specifically and the regional dis¬ 
trict in this matter.” 

Smith said the final draft of the South End Community. 
Plan, Goal 4 states: “Preservation and protection of sig¬ 
nificant environmental features and the minimization 
of pollution ol land, water and air.” 

In addition. Smith said the open space, recreation and 


environmental conservation objectives of the plan state: 
“To ensure the protection of the environmentally sensi- 
,tive areas in the community and to designate these areas 
as environmental conservation areas.” 

The areas were further identified as having special 
natural characteristics “that may include poor drainage. 
Unstable soil, flood susceptibility, high erosion potential, 
fish-wildlife habitats, steep slopes in excess of 30 per cent 
marine or freshwater shorelands, watersheds. These areas 
are best suited for conservation, recreation and/or agricul¬ 
ture.” 

Smith said: “There are a number of other policies re¬ 
lated more specifically to the Somenos Lake area, which are 
important and would be adequate to protect the area from 
development on the flood plain, if adhered to.” These 
include the following: 

•Acquire, in conjunction with the provincial govern¬ 
ment and the Cowichan Valley Regional District, those 
lands which are subject to flooding and establish the 
area as a highway greenbelt and environmental protec¬ 
tion area. 

•Acquire additional lands on Somenos Creek and es- 
tabli^ an 'open space trafl along the creek to Somenos 


Flats and Somenos Lake. 

•Prohibit industrial development in the Somenos Lake 
area. 

Smith said: “The encroachment of additional de¬ 
velopment within the flood plain is a problem which 
must be looked at immediately by all governments. 

“This may involve requesting assistance from the 
inland waters directorate and the flood damage reduction 
program, which is designed to produce flood risk maps and 
recommenda-tions for land use within such areas. 

“While 1 know this joint provincial-federal program 
is being carried on within many provinces, I am un¬ 
sure if B.C. has signed the agreement.” 

Smith said: “I would suggest that no further en¬ 
croachment around Somenos Lake should take place until 
adequate investigation has been undertaken into the matter 
of flood risk, and further that the community plan guide¬ 
lines should be followed in the interim. 

“Furthermore,” the planner said, “local governments 
should approach the inland waters directorate in Vancouver 
to see if the ai^a in question should be investigated. This 
would be a benefit to ail governments and residents of the 


Aid. Martin Lukaitis said: “There was no doubt any 
filling-in of that area would certainly have a major ef¬ 
fect on any flooding in the east end of the city of Dun¬ 
can.” 

He said a substantial amount of money was sup¬ 
posed to have been spent on studying flood control of the 
Somenos Flats area, but these studies were never un¬ 
dertaken. 

Mayor Ken Paskin said: “We certainly have the au¬ 
thority to appear at North Cowichan community plan 
hearings, and our representative to the regional dis¬ 
trict should oppose any application on North Cowichan’s 
part to remove this land from the Agricultural Land Re¬ 
serve.” 

Council moved to contact inland waters directorate of 
Environment Canada, requesting investigation of the area 
in the vicinity of Somenos Lake in accordance with the flood 
plain reduction program. 

In addition council moved that its CVRD representa¬ 
tive be given the authority to oppose any further filling-in 
of the Somenos Flats area. Both resolutions were car¬ 
ried unanimously by council.

NANAIMO — Lantzville’s 
boundary quandary re¬ 
ceived attention from the 
Nanaimo Regional District 
here this week. 

Four separate boundaries 
pass through the northwest 
comer of Lantzville, and 
residents of the area are 
asking the governments in¬ 
volved to untangle the whole 
mess. 

The regional board, for its 
part, decided this week that 
it would attempt to have 
both the electoral area 
boundary and the planning 
area boundary moved west, 
so that they coincided in the 
middle of Block 681, Arbutus 
Park. 

Mrs: Audrey Skeeles, rep¬ 
resenting residents who live 
in the border area, said that 
her group has its social and 
other ties with Lantzville, 
no( Nanoose. 

However, they are includ¬ 
ed in the Nanoose electoral 
area of the region, while 
also a part of the region’s 
Lantzville planning area. 

“We have never had an 
opportunity to vote for the 
director responsible for our 
planning,” said Mrs. 
Skeeles. 

The group is also fighting 
a battle to get the area in¬ 
cluded in the Nanaimo 
school district, rather than 
the Qualicum district. 

However, said Mrs. 
Skeeles, she would prefer to, 
leave the question of school 
district boundaries out of 
the regional boundary prob- 
lemw 

TC^ourth bounday which 
wantters through the area is 
that of the Lantzville im- 
proveinent district, which 


zig-zags through the neigh¬ 
borhood lot by lot. 

Mrs. Skeeles said that the 
area, represented by district 
lots 31A and 163, has its ac¬ 
cess to the Island Highway 
through the Lantzville elec¬ 
toral area. 

Another issue is the social 
implications of the artificial 
boundaries, she said. 

“How can you tell us we’re 
a part of Nanoose? Our 
whole lives are directed to¬ 
wards Lantzville.”

Regional directors of the 
two areas, Olav Saele of 
Nanoose and Norm Hobson 
of Lantzville, were going to 
propose tjiat the board ap¬ 
point a select committee of 
the two of them to work on 
the issue. 

However, other directors 
beat the two to the punch, 
with motions regarding the 


actual change of the boun¬ 
daries. 

After several motions and 
proposed amendments, the 
board finally agreed to 
move both the electoral area 
and the planning boundaries 
to Arbutus park, which Hob¬ 
son said is a natural division 
between Lantzville and Nan¬ 
oose. 

Final approval for the 
electoral boundary change 
will have to come from the 
provincial government. 

The province has been 
holding such boundary 
changes in abeyance until a 
decision is made on recom¬ 
mendations of the province¬ 
wide regional district re¬ 
view committee.

COURTENAY — A letter 
from Alex Fraser, transpor¬ 
tation minister, has raised 
the ire of 18 regional board 
directors who voted to send 
a reply. 

Fraser was replying to a 
letter from the regional 
board, advocating a start on 
the bypass of the area be¬ 
tween Fanny Bay and Men- 
zies Bay. 

Fraser said: “I hesitate to 
comment on it at the mo¬ 
ment because there are a 
number of factors involved 
and a preliminary study 
would have to be completed 
before any decision would be 
made on su6h a major 
project. In any event we are 
acquiring data at the pres¬ 
ent time about Vancouver 
Island traffic and project¬ 
ions for the future.” 

Director Norm Wood 
called the letter “most un¬ 
satisfactory and evasive.” 

“Surely after 27 years of 
study they must know the 
facts,” Wood said, adding 
that the board needed a 
more definitive answer. 

He called for a letter to be 
sent to the minister outlining 
the board’s dissatisfaction 
with the answer. 

However, Courtenay 
director William Moore said 
“ministers don’t give defini¬ 
tive answers during elec¬ 
tions,” and was against the 
letter being sent. 

He was joined by Joan 
Stephens, who wanted senior 
administration officials in 
Victoria to meet with the 
regional planning depart¬ 
ment. 

After lengthy discussion 
on the topic the vote showed 
18 in favor of the letter and 
11 against. 

Later iq the meeting, the 
much-discussed controver- 
siai 17th Street crossing 
came up for discussion once 
again. 

In a report from the plan¬ 
ning committee, several 
recommendations were 


made in regard to a letter 
about the crossing. 

The recommendations re¬ 
sulted in endless talk, with 
directors split in opinion 
about the suggestions in re¬ 
gard to a reply to the minis¬ 
ter. 

In addition to reiterating 
the regional support for a 
second crossing at 17th 
Street, the planning com¬ 
mittee recommended five 
questions be asked of the 
minister. 

They were, “respond in 
detail to the possibility of 
aggravated flooding condi¬ 
tions caused by construction 
of a raised road bed in the 
Courtenay River plain; a 
complete and itemized cost 
analysis of second crossing 
alternatives; the effect of a 
second crossing on timing 
for an inland highway; regu¬ 
lation plans, and costs for 
moorage space in the slough 
and the purpose of a four- 
lane bridge. 

Several directors ex¬ 
pressed concern about pos¬ 
sible flooding and director 
Moore in moving to reiterate 
support for the bridge 
agreed to include the ques¬ 
tion about the flood plain. 

On the other questions he 
said they were “stupid” and 
asked where directors had 
been for the past three 
years. 

“The questions border on 
the ridiculous,” he said, 
adding the four-lane bridge 


had been thoroughly ex- 
'plained and the costs of 
moorage in the slough was 
not pertinent to the ques¬ 
tion. 

Chairman Keith Hudson 
said it was “quite appropri¬ 
ate to ask questions” and 
Anne Fiddick of Gold River 
said the questions were not 
presumptions. 

She cited a case in Gold 
River where highways offi¬ 
cials made a mistake in 
planning a road and she and 
Wood said they were not 
convinced sufficient plan¬ 
ning had been done. 

Director Moore, who 
called the whole discussion 
“just throwing more sand in 
the gears,” asked Fiddick: 
“Why don’t you run Gold 
River and let Courtenay run 
its own business?” 

The motion to support 17th 
Street as the site of the 
bridge and include the flood 
question was finally passed. 

However, the matter was 
not to die. Director ^oan Ste¬ 
phens said she wanted to see 
“on a piece of paper” that 
the second crossing would 
not unduly affect the timing 
of the inland route. 

She argued that in trying 
to convince people about the 
need for the new bridge, she 
was asked about the timing 
of the inland route and 
wanted an answer from the 
minister. 

Her motion, however was 
lost.

Being right can still prove costly 


NANAIMO — Even being right can cost money, the 
city of Nanaimo and one alderman have discovered. 

Ada Howden at this week’s council meeting dis¬ 
closed what it had cost the city and herself, personally, 
as a result of complaints that last Nov. 18 municipal 
election was improperly conducted. 

The bill for the city came to $9,500 in legal and staff 
costs for the defence, which sucessfully argued at a 
hearing that any irregularities in the vote were so small they 
did not affect the outcome of the election.

Four Wellington residents had filed the petition claim¬ 
ing that there had been irregularities such as voters 
voting in the wrong ward. 

Aid. Alex Ferguson of Chase River called it a “ter¬ 
rible indictment of the city” th$t such an action had even 
been launched. 

He said that it is unfortunate that democracy has 
reached the stage in Nanaimo that it has to be fought in 
the courts. 

There was “lots of money” behind the action against the 
city, and it had taken the form of an attack on Mrs. Howden 
as well, he said. 

Mrs. Howden, for her part, said she was grateful 
she had been able to scrape through without having to 


mortgage her home to pay the costs. 

In other business, the council decided it had better 
take a closer look at the question of contracting out 
and local employees before it adopted any policy on the 
matter. 

Aid. Jack Little had proposed a motion that the city 
require all contractors to hire 80 per cent of their 
lal^r locally when working on a civic project. 

The local area was defined as the one covered by the 
Nanaimo, Duncan and District Labor Council. 

The city received a letter from its own union, Cana¬ 
dian Union of public^Employees, Local 401, stating that 
union is adamantly opposed to any form of contracting out, 
whether or not it included local labor. 

CUPE’s stand was that the city should not contract out 
unless the city work forces were unable to perform the 
work required or the city did not have the proper equip¬ 
ment. 

Under those conditions, CUPE said, it would agree 
with the resolution. 

A motion to refer the matter to the council’s general 
government committee was passed, although Little ar¬ 
gued that the council members had ample time to study the 
matter before this week’s council meeting. 

The motion had been submitted as a notice of motion 


at the last council meeting, two weeks ago. 

Another issue, however, was temporarily taken out 
of the hands of the general government committee. 

That issue was one of the firefighting at Cassidy Air¬ 
port. 

The general government committee has been han¬ 
dling all matters related to the airport, but last week 
the protective services committee decided it would like 
to take over the fire fighting work. 

When the matter came to the council this week, gen¬ 
eral government committee chairman Ray Brookbank 
argued that the issue of fire fighting at the airport can¬ 
not be handled in isolation. 

He said he would be glad to invite the protective ser¬ 
vices committee to any meetings on the airport fire 
fighting. 

However, the council finally agreed to give ihe topic

A *FIRST FOR HOSPITAL SOCIETY 


Employees gain access 


Permitting employees of Vic* 
iJtoria General Hospital to be mem- 
r bers of the society which manages 
tithe hospital could lead to takeover 
i^of the hospital by employees, an 
^Oak Bay alderman warned Thurs- 
^day. 

Alderman Doug Watts, former 
chairman of the hospital board, 
- told a special general meeting of 
the Southern Vancouver Island 
‘ Hospital society Jlhat the hospital 
^'^is a public institution, and as such 
• .should be controlled by the gen- 
feral public. 

" A constitutional amendment 
“ permitting employees to be mem- 
^bers of the society, presented at 


the meeting, “will in effect abdi¬ 
cate the role of the society,” Watts 
said. 

The hospital has 1,200 em¬ 
ployees who could, if they wished, 
easily pack the annual general 
meeting of the hospital society and 
elect “their own friends” to the 
board of management. Watts said. 
The constitutional amendments 
still prohibit hospital employees 
from running directly for seats on 
the board of management, al¬ 
though one seat is reserved for an 
employees. 

With their friends on the board, 
the hospital employees could then

influence the hospital to withdraw 
from the Health Labor Relations 
Association, the bargaining asso¬ 
ciation for B.C. hospitals, and ne¬ 
gotiate a contract with their owh 
frier\ds, Watts said. 

But Watts concerns found little 
support among other members of 
the society. The amendment 
pas.sed easily, with few dissenting 
votes. 

The move is believed to make 
VGH the first hospital in B.C. 
which permits employees to be 
members of the managing society, 
bylaw revision committee chair¬ 
man Bob Milne said. 


A light rapid transit ser¬ 
vice for the Western Com¬ 
munity is five or 10 years 
down the line, Deregulation 
Minister Sam Bawlf told a 
meeting in Victoria West 
Thursday night. 

The meeting, called by the 
Vic West Community De¬ 
velopment Association to 
discuss the future of the 
area, was attended by Bawlf 
and the other Victoria MLA, 
Charles Barber, in their ca¬ 
pacities as provincial repre¬ 
sentatives, and had been 
scheduled before the May 10 
election was called. 

Consequently, it was a 
relatively non-political air¬ 
ing of concerns and re¬ 
sponses to them by the two 
MLAs, with neither trying to 
score points for their par¬ 
ties. 

Bawlf was responding to a 
question from one of the au¬ 
dience of about 100 Vic West 
residents about how to re¬ 
duce the impact of traffic 
patterns through the area, 
which tends to divide it up. 

Barber said the Esquimau 
and Nanaimo Railway 
“must become an LRT ser¬ 
vice” to relieve through 
commuter pressure and 
serve Vic West residents as 
well. 

He suggested traffic bar¬ 
riers be put up on some of 
the short-cut streets to dis¬ 
courage commuters and 
.seemed nonplussed when the 
questioner told him such a 
plan had been prepared last 
fall and rejected by city 
hall. 

Bawlf said the twinning of 
the Island Highway to the 
Colwood cutoff should help 
to relieve some traffic 
pressure in Vic West. 


Design 
okay 
at last 


The two outlined some 
ideas for the community of 
4,000 people, which is fight¬ 
ing what association presi¬ 
dent Grant Keddie described 
as a historic isolation of the 
area. 

Keddie said the residents 
were prepared to accept 
some light industrial de¬ 
velopment along with more 

residential development, 
but were seeking advice on 
how to control it. 

Barber said projects that 
don’t meet human criteria 
should get a second look. He 
said it would be bad for the 
community to get a senior 
citizen’s housing project 
without a home help service 
to support it. 

Neighborhood facilities 
must be preserved, Barber 


said. He suggested that 
Catherine could be devel¬ 
oped as a heritage street. 
Houses of architectural 
merit scheduled for demoli¬ 
tion in other areas could be 
moved to the street. 

Bawlf felt the community 
had a significant need for 
more recreational and cul¬ 
tural facilities. He said the 
traditional boundaries 
should be broken down so 
Vic West had a say in the 
future of Lampson Street 
School, for which the gov¬ 
ernment is considering a 
proposal to redevelop into a 
cultural centre. 

He warned the community 
that when and if more resi¬ 
dential development occurs, 
it should not be rental hous¬ 
ing which tends to destabi¬ 
lize an area.«

Sniper sprays parade 
killed, 44 wounded 


SAN ANTONIO. Texas 
(AP) — A rifleman firing 
from a mobile home into 
a huge crowd at a down¬ 
town parade Friday 
killed two women and 
wounded at least 44 other 
persons, police said. The 
sniper was found dead 
in the trailer after a half- 
hour exchange of gunfire 
with police. 

The sniper was identified 
as Ira Attebury, 65, by police 
Insp. Marion Talbert, who 
said Attebury had an ar¬ 
senal of weapons and 
“enough ammunition to 
start a war.” 

“It is obvious he came to 
the parade with the plan de¬ 
signed to do what he did,” 
said Police Chief Emil 
Peters. 

Peters said 4,000 to 5,000 
people were within range of 
the gunman when the firing 
began about 1 p.m. local 
time. 

The wounded — six police¬ 
men and 38 civilians — were 
taken to five city hospitals. 
Authorities said most of the 
wounds were superficial. 

Tom Mueller, an exchange 
student from Dusseldorf, 
West Germany, was on a 
parade float with eight other 
teenagers when a policeman 
standing “not three yards 
away” was shot In the leg. 

“We all laid down. At first 
there was no panic. 1 heard 
the bullets whistling over 
my head,” said Mueller, 18. 

The Battle of Flowers 
parade, part of San Anto¬ 
nio’s annual Fiesta Week, 
had drawn an estimated 300,- 
000 people to the 1.6-kilo- 
metre route. It was later 
cancelled. 

Peters said officers on 
parade duty quickly sur¬ 
rounded the motor home and 
opened fire. He said shoot¬ 
ing between police and the 
gunman lasted about half an 
hour. 

Peters said the incident 
ended at 2:15 p.m., following

Quake shakes Bay area 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — An earth¬ 
quake measuring 4.2 on the Richter scale 
shook San Francisco and parts of the Bay 
area Friday afternoon. There were no 
immediate reports of injury or serious 
damage. 

The earthquake’s epicentre was 32 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Berkeley, the Univer¬ 
sity of California’s seismographic labora¬ 
tory said.

The Soviet group includes 
Alexander Ginzburg, one of 
the best known Russian dis¬ 
sidents. 

The Russian spies, con¬ 
victed last October of trying 
to steal U.S. defence secrets 
and sentenced to prison 
terms of 50 years each, left 
for Moscow aboard the same

Peter Ustinov gives a guided tour of Leningrad, 
one of his favorite cities, Wednesday, May 2, at 8:30 
p.m. on Channels 2 and 6. 

A city of canals, bridges and imposing stone 
architecture, Leningrad was founed in 1703 by Peter 
the Great as a shdwplac^g, **a window looking on 
Europe.” And for Peter Ustinov, an experienced 
navigator in the backwaters of Russian history, poli¬ 
tics and art, the city is also the perfect ^window onto 
Russia.” 

The tourist meets history at the turn of every

Alan Carter of Willowdale 
writes about an item which, 
he says, he will never be 
able to afford in the original 
but he has a nice collection 
of reproductions and a 
wealth of knowledge picked 
up along the way. His sub¬ 
ject is old maps — really old 
maps of the kind found only 
in the better museums. 
From what he says I suspect 
that Mr. Carter is really a 
collector of misinformation 
and maps made by early 
explorers are rich with ex¬ 
amples. 

I never understood, until 
Mr. Carter explained it to 
me why Amerigo Vespucci 
should have his name at¬ 
tached to a continent which 
so clearly belongs to Colum¬ 
bus. The facts, it appears, 
are simple. Columbus died 
in 1506 convinced to the last 
that what he had discovered 
was the east coast of Asia. 
He insisted that at one time 
he had been within 19 sailing 
days of the River Ganges 
before being forced to turn 
back. Vespucci, who crossed 
the Atlantic in 1497 never 
doubted that what he found 
there was an entirely new 
world. He was right. Colum¬ 
bus was wrong: Cartog¬ 
raphers as early as 1507 
were united in giving 
Amerigo the credit. 

Mrs. Adrian of Victoria 
asks about the origin of the 
word ‘sampler’ — what is it 
a sample of? 

It is precisely what it says 
— a sample sheet of differ¬ 
ent kinds of stitches which 
every young girl had to mas¬ 
ter in preparation for one of 
the universal chores of 
womanhood. The sampler 
also provided her prospec¬ 
tive husband with a sample 
of his betrothed’s skill with 
the needle and additional 
proof that she knew her al¬ 
phabet and could spell. It 
was therefore truly a sam¬ 
ple in more ways than one. 

This week’s column is de¬ 
veloping into a collection of 
trivia. For example I dis¬ 
covered in response to a 
question from F. W. Child of 
St. Catharines that the great 
John James Audubon was 


the illegitimate son of a sail¬ 
or and a Creole chamber¬ 
maid from Haiti where he 
was born in 1785. Various 
attempts to make a busi^ 
nessman out of him failed to 
blunt the edge of his life's 
ambition — the production 
of a life-size, full color pic¬ 
ture of every known Ameri¬ 
can bird complete with ap¬ 
propriate floral background. 
Nothing was allowed to 
stand in his way. One set¬ 
back which would have 
stopped most of us in our 
tracks, was the destruction 
by rats of 200 of his original 
drawings. It took him three 
years to do them all over 
again. 

Audubon was something 
less than a bird lover and he 
cheerfully shot them down 
until his arms ached to ob¬ 
tain perfect specimens for 
his drawings. 

The finished work. Birds 
of America consists of 435 
individual plates, double 
elephant folio size issued in 
87 parts. Any one of those 
plates today would fetch 
some thousands of dollars.

CBC TV marked the Easter season with its “bloi k 
buster presentation of the year:” Louis Riel, starring 
Christopher Plummer, Leslie Nielsen, William Shatner 
and other celebrated Canadian expons who were im¬ 
ported home again for this special occasion. Their 
timing coincided neatly with a new book by Thomas 
Flanagan, the poMtical .scientist at the University of 
Calgary who edited The Diaries of Louis Riel. His 
new book is titled Louis 'David’ Riel (University of 
Toronto Press. $15; it s an interpretive study of Riel's 
religious thinking supported by a biographical frame¬ 
work. 

Flanagan s thesis is that Riel was no i.sol«»ied 
madman whose religious ideas were only symptoms of 
insanity. Rather, he was a genuine religious leader who 
conformed to a well-established, worldwide, .M»cio* 
logical pattern. Like the Mahdi of the Sudan or the 
Black Muslims of the United States, Riel was a “millen- 
arian." defined by Flanagan as one who believes in 
salvation by means of an “anticipated period of perlet i 
happiness on earth" (Flanagan’s insights here, u 
should be ^>o»nied out. were anticipated by Margar^i 
Laurence in her very fine essays The Poem and me 
Spear, in her book Heart of a Stranger.) 



“On all continents,” writes FUnagan. “native po* 
piilaiitSns have created new religir****^ promising millen* 
arian deliverance from colonial d«>minaiM>n.. . . Faced 
with the annihilation of his p^-op^c > way of life, (Riel) 
tried to create a new identity, a now hie. and a new 
future.

The Essential 
Henry Miller 

RALPH B. SIPPER 



“1 have no money, no re¬ 
sources, no hopes. 1 am the 
happiest man alive,” These 
lines from Tropic of Cancer 
— exuberant, contradictory, 
outrageous — identify the 
singular character of Henry 
Miller, still larger than life 
in his 87th year and the 
grudgingly accepting sub¬ 
ject of this comprehensive 
biography. 

^ Having received only min¬ 
imal cooperation from Mill¬ 
er and eschewing or being 
denied the help of his family 
and surviving friends, Jay 
Martin moled his way 
through 100,000 pages of 
manuscripts and letters 
buried in institutional or pri¬ 
vate collections scattered 
throughout the U.S. to bring 
this 560-page opus out into 
the light. Considering the 
lonely digging he had to 
do, it is a first-rate job 
of research and organiza¬ 
tion. 

While previous books on 
Miller by Alfred Perles, 
Anais Nin, Lawrence Dur- 
reil and others have dealt 
with those short periods dur¬ 
ing which his friends knew 
him, Martin’s account fol¬ 
lows Miller from Brooklyn 


to Paris to Big Sur to Pa¬ 
cific Palisades, where he 
lives today. It is thorough 
and balanced. However, he 
made one unfortunate 
choice in the presentation of 
his materials: Attempting to 
breathe life into the book, 
Martin adopted the voice 
and tone of Miller’s own 
narrator of his autobio¬ 
graphical romances. 

“I wanted to create a style 
which could drive beneath 
and beyond the facade of 
Miller’s career into the 
chambers of his heart and 
corridors of his imagina¬ 
tion,” says Martin in his 
preface. He does not bring it 
off. 

As Kenneth Rexroth has 
noted about Miller’s style: 
“(It) is spontaneous and un¬ 
controlled on principle, but 
the control is in the princi¬ 
ple, in the intention.” It is 
also custom created and will 
not fit anyone else. 

Competing with Miller’s, 
as it were, Martin’s prose 
becomes excessive. He 
forces images (“His imagi¬ 
nation was .stuffed with the 
pap^r wadding of his 
notes”), resorts to stilted 


phrases (“slough of de« 
spond”), lapses into acci¬ 
dental oxymoron (“blazing 
snowstorm”) and ends bp 
with ridiculous conclusions 
(“Henry was having trouble 
with his eyes ... as if he 
could not bear to see how 
gray his future looked”). 

The irony is that Martin is 
a more than coiiipeieni writ¬ 
er when he stic*<s to his role 
as biographer and leaves out 
the pyrotechnics. The story 
of Miller’s life needs no 
jazzing up. chugging along 
nicely enough on its own en¬ 
ergy.'

years. Miller grew up in a 
bourgeois setting, dominat¬ 
ed by a nagging, perfection¬ 
demanding mother whom he 
could never please. Fancy¬ 
ing himself an artist from 
early on, he was in constant 
conflict with his family over 
his bohemian life-style. As 
the years slid by, he drifted 
in a stultifying circle of 
dreary jobs, unemployment 
and sinecures. The one pttsi 
tion he could abide was with 
Western Union, where upon 
application for a messen¬ 
ger’s job he found himself 
hired as personnel man¬ 
ager.

his manner, along with an 
honesty derived from a gen¬ 
uine I-donU-care-what- 
happens attitude, made it 
easy lor people to be them¬ 
selves wiih him. His exis¬ 
tence was at least bearable 
for a while. 

Then one night in a dime- 
a-dance joint he met June 
Mansfield, probably the 
most important woman in 
his life, who was to become 
the second of his five wives, 
ly^iller tended to adore 
women when he met them 
and was never happier than 
when he had found a new 
inamorata. 

Sultry June was evidently 
a seductress and liar of epic 
proportions. Before long she 
had him involved in elabo¬ 
rate con games designed to 
charm dough out of her 
wealthy admirers. Some of 
Miller’s earliest imagina¬ 
tive writing took the form of 
love letters composed in 
June’s behalf to one of her 
suckers. But eventually her 
instability wore him down. 

In 1930, at the end of his 
emotional rope. Miller left 
America, where he always 
felt alien, and moved to 
Paris. Immediately he 
began to flourish. He much 
preferred the earthier Eu¬ 
ropean ambience to the ster¬ 
ile, coldly realistic society at 
home. With the exception of 
Walt Whitman, himself a 
rebel, the writers Miller 
most admired were Europe¬ 
an. For the first time he 
found outlets for his prodi¬ 
gious energies. He read om- 
nivorously. discussed philos¬ 
ophy and art with a widening 
circle of friends, carried on 
with a changing cast or 
•omen. Above alK he batted 
oui page after page of the 


Paris bo«k.s which would es¬ 
tablish his literary’ reputa¬ 
tion. Now in his forties, he 
had found not only himself 
hut his unique voice. In 
those days, as .someone said, 
his friends walked in his 
shadow and even his shadow 
was warm. 

Penniless most of the 
time, he turned this real 
problem into a plus with 
varied resourcefulness. At 
one point he issued a form 
letter to 14 acquaintances, 
inviting himself to take a 
specific meal with each of 
them during the week. 

Money was always a cen¬ 
tral conflict. He.spent much 
of his time scrambling for 
subsistence amounts. On the 
rare occasions he was flush, 
as when bis French pub- 
,lisher oaid him $100,000 
worth of back royalties after 
the war, he fhmg it away. 

With the onset of the Sec¬ 
ond World War, Miller re¬ 
turned to America^ still 
broke but with an enviable 
critical following. There 
w as talk of a Nobel Prize. He 
.settled in Big Sur and be¬ 
came a passionate and ac¬ 
complished painter, turning 
oat watercolors by the hun¬ 
dred. In 1961i;>with the cen¬ 
sorship battle over Tropic of 
Cancer won, he was world- 
famous. 

Martin has meticulously 
d(>cumented all this and 
much more. He has caught 
the .spirit of Miller's work 
without straining for an all- 
inclusive critical theory. He 
has accomplished what any 
Ptcfjjry biogtapher might 
lor — to illuminate ^e 
‘•tHk through an under 
.'*.<tndfmc of the man.

The Recycled Hero 


The hero of Raise the Ti¬ 
tanic, a moderately-success- 
ful thriller-adventure book a 
couple of years ago, has 
himself been recycle by au¬ 
thor Clive Cussler in his sec¬ 
ond work in the genre, a 
dooihsday scenario called 
Vixen 03. 

The year is 1988, and Dirk 
Pitt, special-projects direc¬ 
tor for the U.S. Underwater 
and Marine Agency, stum¬ 
bles across the remains of a 
long-lost Boeing C-97 Strato- 
cruiser in a lake in the 
Rocky Mountains of Colo¬ 
rado. 

The crashed plane, 
thought to have been lost in 
the Pacific while en route to 
a remote biological warfare 
testing island, contains a 
deadly cargo of a bacillus 
organism which kills in¬ 
stantly and keeps on killing 
for 300 years.

The organism wipes out 
those testing it in 1954 and 
leads then-president Eisen¬ 
hower to close and obscure 
the files on the missing air¬ 
craft, since it is believed to 
be out of harm’s way. 

However, Pitt's dogged 
persistence leads to the dis¬ 
covery of the shells — and 
the frightening fact that 
four of them are missing. 

Here the story takes a turn 
to South Africa, in 1988 on 
the verge of being totally cut 
off from the rest of white 
civilization. The defence 
minister hatches a weird

Rose which involves an at¬ 
tack by South African regu¬ 
lars disguised as freedom 
fighters, using an old U.S.

By accident or design, the 
four shells containing the 
deadly, bacillus are among 
those to be fired on the U.S. 
capital. 

Pitt, aided by a variety of 
cohorts — among them the 
U.S.-born leader of the guer¬ 
rilla movement — fights to 
the end in a startling climax 
to a book which is, on the 
whole, entirely credible. 

Since he’s been the subject 
of four books already, it will 
not be giving the game away 
to say that our hero lives on 
to fight another day — but 
only just. 


both the physical and the 
mental changes that are 
bound to take place. He 
ought to know the mind as 
well as the joints, the 
muscles and the bones. Not 
only skilled in postures, he 
ought to be a man of high 
virtue and great moral qua¬ 
lities...” 

The advice is .sound, but 
did Leboyer forget that 
there are female yoga teach¬ 
ers? 

Leboyer’s attractive book, 
like its predeces.sors, is pro¬ 
duced with care. Among Le¬ 
boyer’s photographs of Van- 
ita, the daughter of yoga 
master B.K.S. lyenger, are 
other striking ^otographs 
— wet footprints on con¬ 
crete, bamboo shoots and a 
painting of a laughing monk 
scratching the head of a 
tiger. 

Leboyer used Vanita to il¬ 
lustrate breathing tech¬ 
niques and various yoga 
postures, which she contin¬ 
ued to do into her ninth 
month of pregnancy. At the 
end of the book Leboyer in¬ 
cludes photos of the boy 
she had, Kautchik, and there 
is this commentary:

A Viiiage 
Transformed

For many Westerners, 
and perhaps particularly for 
those on the Pacific coast of • 
thi.s continent, Japan is syn¬ 
onymous with spectrally 
beautiful m(»untains and 
rice fieldN, delicately vi- 
brani paintings and poems, 
an*^! l inlalizingly brief nug- 
geiv of wisdom breathed to 
i! through the centuries by 
/cn priests and samurai. 

For others, reared where 
reality makes mock of any 
dream of peace. Japan 
might mean only an intensi¬ 
fication of our common hell: 
people levered forcefully 
into the world’s fastest 
trains, children in polluted 
Tokyo wearing face masks 
and o.xygen tanks, student 
rioters uniformed in hel¬ 
mets and vests battling 
troops for control of some 
momentarily important 
turf. 

Undoubtedly both of these 
Japans exist. But so does 
another Japan, the extent 
and solidity of which is re¬ 
vealed in Shinohata: Por¬ 
trait of a Japanese Village. 

Ronald Dore has been vi¬ 
siting Shinohata, some 100 
miles from Tokyo, for 20 
years. An English sociolo¬ 
gist, Dore was at first pri¬ 
marily interested in the land 
reforms* which reorganized 
Japanese agricultural pro¬ 
duction in the mid-fifties. 
Gradually, though, his inter¬ 
est and vision widened to 
include the whole fabric of 
life in Shinohata village; 
thus we are offered here the 
findings of a man whose ob¬ 
vious professional skills are 
buttressed by a strong af¬ 
fection for the land and peo¬ 
ple he lived with. Together 
these qualities lend this 
work a depth rarely found 
when one culture is moved 
to comment on another. 

* it -tt 

Like the rest of the world, 
Shinohata has for some 
years — particularly since 
the end-of the Second World 
War — been engaged in a 
process of marked change. 

Although vaguely egali¬ 
tarian and socialist ideas 
had been moving through 
Japan for some decades pre¬ 
vious. it was only with the 
country’s defeat and occu¬ 
pation by the Americans 
that rigorous and practical 
measures were taken to re¬ 
form Japanese society. 

Most obviously, as Dore 
describes the physical set¬ 
ting of Shinohata itself, one 
can suffer the “momentary 
illusion that it is an AJ^eri- 
can town one was leaving.” 

One’s view of Shinohata. 
then, will depend on one’s 
opinion of the American 
taste in commercial archi¬ 
tecture! 


What can’t b(* denied is the 
obvious rise In the standard 
of living of the Inhabitants of 
Shinohata: indoor plumbing, 
television .sets and money 
for holidays are. if not In 
everyone’s immediate 
grasp, well within reach. 
And that is so because of the 
American-sponsored re¬ 
forms which redistributed 
rice land to every farmer In 
the village and ensured that 
no man or family was solely 
dependent on a landlord for 
their survival. 

W'ith those reforms came 
the introduction of a .solid 
price economy that tied 
Shinohata. along with the 
rest of Japan, firmly into the 
capitalist system of market¬ 
ing and production. Chemi¬ 
cal fertilizers, pesticides 
and machinery transformed 
rice production in the village 

— to the extent that, like so 
many small town Ameri¬ 
cans before them, many if 
not most inhabitants of Shin¬ 
ohata have gradually drifted 
away from a strictly land- 
based economy into fields of 
work that can only be found 
in the larger towns and 
cities. 

it it * 

Before the land reforms, 
the Japanese civil code was 
revised in 1917 and set the 
social stage for the transfor¬ 
mation of village life. 

As Dore points out, “The 
principle implicity asserted 
by this change was . . . that 
the tie between husband and 
w ife should be deemed more 
important than the tie be¬ 
tween a man and his par¬ 
ents.” 

Thus the ri.se in the Shino¬ 
hata standard of living was 
accompanied by a profound 
weakening of ancient village 
social ties, and Dore’s most 
revealing obser\’ations and 
comments — and those of 
the villagers whose voices 
he recorded — detail the dis¬ 
solution of tho.se ties. Wheth¬ 
er new forms of bonding and 
communication have yet ef¬ 
fectively replaced the old 
ties — or whether, indeed, 
they ever can — is a very 
problematic point which 
Dore, wisely enough, 
chooses not to discuss. 

So an air* of wistfulness, 
falling almost into bemuse¬ 
ment at times, permeates 
the atmosphere of this book 

— and of Shinohata itself. Its 
inhabitants are groping — 
proudly, angrily, amusedly 

— towards a new under¬ 
standing 6f their lives. In 
that struggle they .seem to 
share more now with the 
rest of the world than 
they’ve ever shared before. 
To read this book is to read 

— in part, at least — our¬ 
selves. 


.SHINOHATA: Portrait of a Japanese Milage, by 
Ronald Dore.

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It distresses me that*so*fe^f people 
give a thought to books when they’re 
planning a vacation. Everything that 
will possibly be needed on the trip is 
carefully listed, collected and stowed 
— everything but reading matter. And 
when the oversight is realized a last- 
minute purchase of a couple of paper¬ 
backs is made at an airport shop. And 
that’s that. 

Chances are that the books pur¬ 
chased will be a couple of light, trashy 
things that can be skimmed through 
and left on the plane. During the vaca¬ 
tion another throwaway may be 
bought to be used as a beach accessory 
or as something to kill time until the 
nightly sleeping pill takes effect. 

This is surface reading. Not a line 
will .sink in. And when you challenge 
the returned travellers to name one 
title they have read, the exhausted, 
jet-lagg^ souls will excuse t)ieir for¬ 
getfulness by pleading that the books 
were not memorable and that they 
went away to relax and get a tan — and 
would you like to see their slides. 

Part of the problem is the air age: a 
general deterioration in holiday read¬ 
ing habits is a portion of the price we 
pay for the dubious advantages of new 
technology. Speed induces tension and 
tension precludes the savoring of in¬ 
tellectual stimulation. Frenetic holi¬ 
daymakers who have learned how to 
relax are, it seems, easily seduced by 
junk: junk souvenirs, junk food and 
junk books. 

The situation is not new, it has been 
with us for as long as overseas travel 
has been available to the mas.ses. But 
I’m not referring to the faceless 
masses; I’m referring to the normally 
di.scriminating reader who, at holiday¬ 
time, jettisons sound reading patterns 
along with his diet and other good 
resolutions. That is comparatively 
new. 

Not all that long ago, when the 
Cunard people used to advertise that 
“getting there is half the fun”, the 
traveller would look upon the choice of 
books as the only pleasant thing asso- 
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Tips for the traveller; 

Pick your books ahead of time ^ 


ciated with the onerous preparations 
for travel, The final choices, perhaps 
half-a-dozen books, would be slipped at 
the last mojnent into a sparsely 
packed ‘wanted on voyage’ suitcase, 
and they would be the first articles to 
be unpacked. The books would be read 
at intervals during the holiday and the 
same books would be brought home, 
with perhaps the odd addition. 

This excellent ritual has been un¬ 
dermined by the advent of masses of 
so-called best-sellers and the common 
belief that vacations are a justifiable 
time to escape from everything, in¬ 
cluding one’s senses. 

The truth is that people have been 
conned by manipulating publishers, 
who got the idea from manipulating 
corn-flake manufacturers, that giant 
sales represent quality and that the ^ 
correct thing to do is to read what 
everjone else is reading. The sorrow¬ 
ful thing is that they have, succeeded 
beyond their wildest dreams and that a 
va.st section of the public has surren¬ 
dered the great pleasure of book¬ 
choosing to a handful of cynical high¬ 
ly-paid marketing experts. 

Vacation-lime is not the moment to 
play into the hands of the hucksters; it 
is precisely the time to ignore their 
blandishments. And the way to do this 
is to revert to t^e system practised 
when travel was leisurely and holidays 
were u.sed to rest the body and feed 
the mind. 

I am not suggesting that you should 
walk the beaches of Hawaii or Acapul¬ 
co carrying a collection of sermons by 
some 18th century divine, exquisitely 
bound in fine-tooled leather. You don't 
even have to pack a hardcover book if 
you don’t want to; paperbacks are fine 



and, if anything, more practical. But 
remember, you must do your shopping 
at a bookstore ahead of time because 
few airport shops are geared to catej 
to the discriminating reader. 

Hardcover or not, slim, easily port¬ 
able books that can be slipped into 
pocket or purse^are the handiest, and 
fortunately the range of quality paper¬ 
backs now available contains some of 
the finest literature ever written. 

Now, what manner of books are we 
looking for? The choice has to be 
personal, but perhaps I can make a 
few general suggestions. Because a 
vacation is essentially a physical 
break with routine I find it ar golden 
opportunity to change the normal 
reading pattern as well and to do this 
means resisting the temptation to 
choose a book that coincides with your 
current interests. 

We’re looking for something relax¬ 
ing, with an away-from-it-all flavor, 
and I can think of nothing better than 
essays, diaries, letters, or short 
stories. Such collections can be read at 
odd intervals and still provide com¬ 
pleteness, and intense concentration is 
not required. 

If we interpret the word essays 
loosely — and we’re on holiday, so 
why not? -* we can extend the field 
beyond the great essayists like Lamb, 
Hazlitt, Belloc and Orwell and make it 
also include Plato’s Dialogues and Ci¬ 
cero’s Orations. Stretching it a bit 
further we might include some of the 
books in the ‘Essential’ series: The 
Essential Plotinus, or Rousseau, Pa¬ 
scal, Hume, etc. And don’t forget 
Thoreau’s Walden and the Essay oh 
Civil Disobedience. 


The diaries of Pepys, Evelyn, and 
Fanny Burney are a constant source of 
delight but if you want something dif- 
fei^n^ try The Siren Years, Canadian 
diplomat Charles Ritchie’s cultured 
and evocative diary account of Second 
World War London. 

Good short stories, one of the most 
difficult of the art forms, make ideal 
holiday reading. The choice of quality 
work, where each story is.a little 
masterpiece, is narrow and would in¬ 
clude masters like Maupassant, Poe, 
Maugham and Katherine Mansfield. A 
newcomer acquaintance you should 
make is Penelope Lively. Her Nothing 
Missing, but the Samovar and Other 
Stories (Heinemann) is well worth at¬ 
tention. Unfortunately, this book is not 
yet in paperback. 

There’s nothing like humor to make 
one forget everyday cares and for this 
one still cannot i^ter the work of 
Dickens, Twain and Leacock. In this 
category you migtR, with profit, give a 
thought to the polished writing of the 
wickedly irreverent Aubrey Menen. 

History, biography, war, or anyone 
of a dozen other categories are fine if 
you insist, but 1 find them inappro¬ 
priate for holiday reading. Even 
novels can prove burdensome if your 
attention span Is limited. But if you do 
decide to settle for a novel then do 
yourself a favor by scorning some of 
the trashy stuff that passes today as 
good ffction and re-discover an Eng¬ 
lish, French or Russian classic, or go 
to the early Hemingway, anything by 
Orwell, Drabble or Lessing, or any one 
of the select group of authors whose 
work will live. / 

A change in reading patterns can 
open up new mental horizons and the 
book you read may conceivably turn 
out to be tlw most memorable part of 
your holiday, and that is the reason I 
have emphasized quality. 1 guess the 
point I have tried to get across, using 
vacation-time as an excuse, is that 
buying throwaway trash merely en¬ 
courages publishers to chum out more 
of the same, and trees are far too 
valuable to squander on junk. 


One Man's Plodding Spiritual Odyssey 


In his mid-thirties, Robert 
C. Casselman found himself 
confronting a crisis of faith. 
“I had a problem” he 
writes, “and I think it was 
not mine alone. Simply stat¬ 
ed, it was this: Is there 
something there to be¬ 
lieve?” 

Continuum is the chroni¬ 
cle of Casselman’s quest for 
an answer to that world¬ 
shaking question. ‘‘I wrote 
this book,” he explains,v“for 
others who have not yet 
found the assurances they 
would like to have as they 
try to cope with the prob¬ 
lems of living. It tells, as 
plainly as I can tell it, how 1 
got from where I was — an 
uncomfortable, churchgoing 
near agnostic — to where I 
am today — a deep believer 
in a hereafter and in some¬ 
thing I can readily call 
God.” 

The great strength of this 
honest if rather plodding ac¬ 
count of one man’s spiritual 
odyssey is that its author is 
far from exceptional. Like 
so many of us, he was raised 
in a believing household, 
but, try as he would, found 
himself unable to work up 


any real faith in the dogmas 
preached at him (rom the 
pulpit. He was burdened 
with an “analytical, techni¬ 
cal mind” of the sort which 
“felt it had to have a little 
scientific proof before it was 
about to believe anything.” 
And, eventually, he turned 
despairingly away from his 
church, determining to seek 
G')d somewhere outside the 
fuzzy dogmatism of its 
preachments. 

Casselman’s book is a 
step-by-step chronicle of the 
various stages in his long 
quest and what he learned 
from each of them. He 
turned first to mysticism, 
which seemed too headily 
nebulous a brew; then to psy¬ 
chology; then physics; and 
then at last to parapsychol¬ 
ogy, which proved ‘‘the 
turning point” in his pil¬ 
grimage from skepticism to 
belief. Next came occul¬ 
tism, and the murky waters 
of the psychic — areas he 
had always shied uncom¬ 
fortably away from, until 
now. And, in the end, he was 
led to his own syncretic con¬ 
ception of the afterlife and 
of the Divinity underlying it. 
“I could wish for more,” he 
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confesses with characteris¬ 
tic frankness, “but this is all 
I can know with the cer¬ 
tainty I need.” 

This modern-day Pil¬ 
grim's Progress lacks both 
fire and inspiration — a 
lack, paradoxically, which is 
also its greatest asset. For 
Casselman, an intelligent 
but not exceptionally bril¬ 
liant mixture of skeptic and 
seeker, is in his fashion a 
kind of North American 
everyman. As he himself 
shrewdly recognizes, there 
are innumerable others like 
him: reluctant but uncom¬ 
promising pragmatists who 
hnd themselves troubled by 
a nagging “will to find a 
faith,” but perennially un¬ 
able to settle on a way. Any 
such person who happens on 
Continuum will find it an 


inspirational book that is 
reassuringly frank and 
down-to-earth, refreshingly 
free of the time-wearied 
cliches of sentimental 
inspirationalism. 

By contrast, Ian Currie's 
You Cannot Die will appeal 
to a somewhat different 
g£oup of readers — those 
already secure enough in 
the realm of the spiritual not 
to recoil involuntarily at 
their first glimp.se of its 
opening sentence: “Within 
man’s physical body dwells 
his astral body — the true 
‘self’ which will survive 
physical death.” This brisk 
assertion launches Currie 
into a comprehensive and 
up-to-date overview, bol¬ 
stered with extensive first- 
and second-hand testimon¬ 
ies, of all we currently know 
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$12.95.

or can reasonably surmise 
on empirical grounds re¬ 
garding human immortalfly 
and the nature of the after¬ 
life. 

The reluctant skeptic, who 
might like to believe but 
finds it distressingly diffi¬ 
cult, would be better advised 
to turn elsewhere — perhaps 
to Nils O. Jacobson’s excel¬ 
lent Life Without Death?, 
which covers much the same 
ground without taking near¬ 
ly as much for grant^. And 
even the budding believer — 
fresh, perhaps, from Ray¬ 
mond Moody’s Life After 
Life — might well find that 
Jacobson has the edge over 
Currie in his treatment of 
such basic topics as appari¬ 
tions, hauntings, out-of-the- 
body experiences, and 
deathbed visions in general. 

In its last three chapters, 
however, which deal with 
possession, reincarnation, 
and mediumistic communi¬ 
cations ‘‘from beyond the 
grave,” You Cannot Die fin¬ 
ally comes into its own. Here 
Currie’s coverage is admir¬ 
able, addii^ up to a persua¬ 
sive overview of the whole 
broad panorama of the 


afterlife, at least insofar as 
we can glimpse it from our 
own narrowly mortal per¬ 
spective. And, significantly, 
this picture agrees in almost 
all its e.ssentials with the one 
sketched in Continuum — 
with the noteworthy excep¬ 
tion that Currie (on the 
basis, incidentally, of quite 
solid evidence) is a whole¬ 
hearted believer in reincar¬ 
nation, something Cassel- 
man simply cannot 
stomach. 

What both books have in 
common is an undogmatic, 
essentially empirical ap¬ 
proach to matters of faith. 
They differ somewhat in 
their starting points, but are 
otherwise fundamentally in 
accord. Together, they indi¬ 
cate that there is indeed a 
rationally defensible faith, 
founded on copious if some¬ 
times esoteric evidence, 
open to any modern-day 
skeptic who, like Robert 
(^sselman, is willing to em- 
^rk on the search for it with 
a genuinely open mind — 
and who is not afraid, when 
the situation warrants, to 
take the plunge and actively 
believe in whatever he 
finds. «

The sensuous and vibrant Frankie and 
Johnny, the first American ballet, comes 
to Channel 9 Sunday, April 29, at 4 p.m. the 
half-hour special recreates the earthy, 
American spirit of the ballet's original 
performance in 1938. 

Frankie and Johnny premiered in Chi¬ 
cago 41 years ago to a shocked and flab 
bergasted audience. It has since beiefn re¬ 
cognized as one of the most significant 
ballets of its day, the forerunner of the 
burgeoning American genre in dance. 

The television rendition of Frankie and 
Johnny Is choreographed by Ruth Page 
and Bentley Stone, the original principals 
of the ballet. Cynthia Ann Roses and Gre¬ 
gory Begley now dance the story of Fran¬ 
kie, a woman of the streets, aqd Johnny, 
her pimp, who were lovers sworn to be true 
to each other, until, as the ballad goes, "he 


done her wrong” by dallying with Miss 
Nellie Bly. 

During its premiere tour, the ballet 
was steeped in controversy. Some critics 
condemned the production as vulgar; 
others awarded mild praise for the produc¬ 
tions fresh and amusing approach. Still, 
Frankie and Johnny was banned in cities 
like Boston and throughout Canada for 
alleged "religious reasons". It was not 
until the early '50s, when Ruth POge and 
Bentley Stone took Frankie and Johnny to 
Paris, that the ballet drew consistent en¬ 
thusiasm from audiences (even then, ini¬ 
tially, certain production aspects struck 
dischord with Parisian critics). 

Suzanne Davis dances the role of the 
enticing Nellie Bly; Richard Collins com¬ 
pletes the cast as the Bartender.
